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THE ANTI-GLADSTONE VOTE 


HOPE STILL LEFT FOR A HOME 
RULE MEASURE. 

NO HOPE FOR MR. GLADSTONE EXCEPT 
BY SATISFYING THE DISSENTIENTS— 
THE TORY-UNIONIST MAJORITY.

Lonpon, July 8—Midnight.—As I write 
this dispatch returns are in showing that 496 
members have thus far been elected, leaving 174 
yet to be chosen. Of those already returned, 251 
are Conservatives, out-and-out followers of the 
Marquis of Salisbury, and 50 are Hartingtonian 
Liberals, making 301 firm opponents of Mr. 
Gladstone's scheme for home rule in Ireland. 
Of Gladstonians pure and simple, 130 have 
been elected, which, with 65 Parnellites, make 
& total of 195 supporters of Mr. Gladstone’s bill. 
Thus it will be seen that there is, up to the pres- 
ent time, a solid anti-home rule majority of 106. 

Returns are still coming in, but they show no 
probability of a reversal of the verdict against 
the Government, which is the verdict of the 
masses and not of the classes, as is proved more 
by the increase of the number of voters on the 
Conservative side than by the actual increase in 
the number of Conservative members. If Mr. 
Gladstone could secure the return of a home 
rule candidate in every election yet to be heid, 
his majority with the Parnellites, over the Con- 
servatives and Hartingtonians, would be only 
69; and supposing the remaining 174 members 
to be decided upon should be equally divided 
between supporters of Gladstone and Par- 
nell and Salisbury and Hartington, the re- 
sult would be 282 home rule votes against 
388 on the anti-Gladstone side, or a majority for 
Lords Salisbury and Hartington of 106. Looking 
forward to other possibilities—supposing that 
when the House of Commons meets on Aug. 5 
Mr. Gladstone should propose a measure to meet 
the views alike of Lord Hartington and Mr. 
Chamberlain, and also that the rest of the elec- 
tions from this hour should be equally divided 
between Gladstonites and anti-Gladstonites— 
there would result a majority of 6 for the Con- 
servatives; that is, if no change takes place in 
the relative numbers, there would be returned 
838 Conservatives and 332 Home Rulers com- 
posed of Gladstonites, Hartingtonians, Cham- 
berlainites, and Parnellites, making the aforesaid 
Conservative majority of 6. 

It is believed to-night that unless the counties 
yet to be heard from entirely change the situa- 
tion the Marquis of Hartington will be offered a 
chance to form a new Ministry. This belief is 
not shared by the faithful adherents of Mr. Glad- 
stone, who still think the aged Premier will 
either have a majority or be in a minority so 
small as to justify him in retaining office and in- 
troducing a bill designed to meet the views 
of all parties in the country who favor 
any sort of home rule. Yet it is believed 
that matters have gone too far to warrant an 
expectation of reconciliation between Lord 
Hartington and Mr. Gladstone, and nothing is 
considered possible that leads beyond a Harting- 
ton Government with Lord Salisbury’s support— 
an alliance if not an actual coalition. The situa- 
tion at this moment is encouraging to far-seeing 
Irishmen, who know that a coalition on an 
anti-home rule basis cannot survive. They 
see in the near future the triumph- 
ant passage of a home rule measuré. 
The most alarming prospect, however, is the 
possible conjunction, merely for anti-home rule 
purposes, of the Conservatives and the so-ealled 
Unionists against Messrs. Gladstone and Parnell. 
This woulé’ give, the calcuintion ~given—above 
holding good, 388 anti-home rule votes against 
282 for home rule, and thisis just what the Lon- 
don Conservatives are to-night hoping for ahd 
Yetting upon.

THE LATEST RETURNS. 

LONDON, July 8.—The latest returns from 
the Parliamentary elections show that 302 Con- 
servatives and Unionists and 195 Gladstonians 
and Parnellites have been elected. 

The following candidates have been returned 
unopposed: J. G. Biggar (Parnellite) for West 
Cavan, J. O’Connor, (Parnellite,) South Kerry; E. 
Shiel, (Parnellite.) South Meath; L. P. Hayden, 
(Parnellite,) South Leitrim. 

Sir John Lubbock (Unionist) has been elected 
from London University. His Gladstonian op- 


ponent, Mr. Harrison, polled 516 of the total 


vote of 1,830. The district has 2,400 electors, 
and Sir John Lubbock in the last election had no 
opposition.

STRICKEN WITH APO-

Boston, July 8.—Charles Marsh, junior 
partner. in the great dry goods. house 
of Jordan, Marsh & Co., died sudden- 
ly tonight of apoplexy at his mansion 
on the Jerusalem road, Cohasset. Charles 
Marsh was born in Chesterfield, N. H., 
56 years ago. He was one of the 


younger children in a well-to-do family, 
several of whom have achieved  dis- 
tinction in law and_= politics. His_ elder 
brother, Benjamin, was 10 years old when 
young Charles and his twin sister en- 
tered the world. His folks were able 
and willing to give their youngest son a liberal 
education, but he was determined to go into 
business, and came to Boston when yet a mere 
boy and obtained employment as a clerk in a 
dry goods store. The salary was small at first, 
giving him a fine chance to display the habits of 


economy learn among his native hills. He 
roved himself equa to the occasion. 
n 1852, when his brother Benjamin 


entered into copartnership with Mr. Jordan, 
forming the firm of Jordan, Marsh & Co., Charles 
Marsh was head clerk for Pearl, Smith & Co., 


and a year later he, too, was taken in with his 
brother, and has been a member of the firm from 
that time.

THE SENATE’S CANAL JOBS 


ANOTHER OF THEM PASSED 
WITHOUT OPPOSITION. 

THE HENNEPIN SCHEME EXPECTED TO GO 
THROUGH TO-DAY—MR. E. 0. GRAVES’S 
MALEVOLENT CRITICS. 

WASHINGTON, July 8.—A viva voce vote 
was allthat was necessary to put through the 
Senate to-day the scheme of the owners of the 
Portage Lake and River Improvement Company’s 
Canal and the Lake Superior Ship Canal Railway 
and Iron Company’s Canal, to unload upon the 
Government the property for which they have 
no further use for the sum of $350,000. After 
the big majority obtained for the Sturgeon Bay 
Canal job yesterday nobody expected to see 
the Portage Lake Canal scheme defeated to- 
day, but a debate in which the char- 
acter of the proposition would be exposed 
was expected by everybody. When the amend- 
ment was reached, however, Mr. Conger was the 
only Senator who had anything to say on the 
subject. He, of course, argued for the commit- 
tee’s amendment, and when he sat down the job 
was*passed without a single voice in opposition. 
The Senate has thus far been entirely consistent 
in its treatment of the Commerce Committee's 
amendments to the River and Harbor bill. All 
amendments increasing the House items or in- 
serting new items of expense have been agreed 
to as fast as reached, while the few items 





struck out the paragraph fiving $20,000 for im- 
proving the Muskingum River from Zanesville, 
hio, to its mouth, and accepting from the State 
of Ohio the presentimprovements. Mr. Sherman 
called Mr. Sewell to the chair to-day and made a 
speech be grag the committee’s proposition. He 
provoked Mr. Vest into pointing out that the par- 
agraph would saddle upon the United States the 
expenditure of over $30,000 a year, in addition 
to large appropriations for continuing the im- 
provements. Mr. Vest’s protest was useless, for 
the Senate voted to leave the item in the bill. 
Mr. Beck was very angry when he found that the 
Commerce Committee had cut down the appro- 
priation for the Kentucky River from $250,000 
to $100,000. He made a characteristic speech, 
in which he declared that Chairman McMillan 
was willing to have many hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars spent by the Government solely 
for the benefit of grist and saw mills at Minne- 
apolis, but was unwilling to have justice done to 
the great Kentucky River. The Senate accord- 
ingly voted to restore the item to the amount 
allowed by the House. Laterin the day the ab- 
surd Hennepin Canal scheme, the last of the 
three canal jobs, was reached, and Mr. Cullom 
made along speech in support of the amend- 
ment. The discussion wil be continued to-mor- 
row, and the Senate is expected to put the 
scheme through without compunction. 
Some of the Senators do not join in the general 
belief that the President will disapprove of the 
River and Harbor bill. They rely upon the mill- 
ion-dollar appropriation for New-York Harbor 
to induce Mr. Cleveland to sign the bill with all 
its big and little steals, It goes without sayin 
that the Senators wh6 hope to catch the Presi- 
dent by any such bait have stilla good deal to 
learn about the Chief Executive. The desperate 
way in which they are letting loose the very 
worst propensities of a body that is growing de- 
sectrg | more unpopular day by day justifies the 
belief that they are loading it with amendments 
in the hope of seeing it vetoed. They will then 
appeal to the voters to sustain them in their pal- 
pable foolishness and extravagance. 


Mr. Charles Stoughton, who has been trying 
for years to induce Congress to authorize the 
Government to contract with him for the im- 


provement of the Harlem River at a cost very 
much below the estimates of the Government 
oe, sees the end of another session close 
at hand without favorable action on his proposi- 
tion. He is still, however,-not without hope, 
and day he made a formal request for a 
hearing before the Senate Commi on 
Commerce. .In this request~Mr. Stoughton 
points out that the merchants and ~ busi- 
ness men of New-York and other cities, who 
have repeatedly asked Congress-to-ade- somethin 

on the Harlem, waut excavation there instead o 

endless litigation. He asks why the $400,000 
appropriated for work on the Harlem eight years 
ago is still unapplied, and he says New-Yorkers 
cannot understand why the few engineers and 
other persons who have thrown obstacles in 
the way of the improvement should receive at- 
tention to the detriment of commerce. Mr. 
Stoughton will hardly succeed in his wishes this 
year, but he expects to keep up the struggle 
until some Congress takes hold of the matter and 
disposes of it in some way.

A MOTHER'S FEARFUL CRIME. 


SHE MURDERS HER TWO CHILDREN AND 
THEN KILLS HERSELF. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., July 8.—The Journal’s 
special from Princeton, Gibson County, says that 
a horrible murder and suicide was com- 
mitted on a farm about five miles north- 
east of that place about 8 o’clock 
this morning. Asa Turpin, with his wife 
Theresa Turpin, and four children, two of them 
by a former wife, lived in a small frame house 
near what is known as Severn’s Bridge. Mr. 
Turpin is a young farmer in moderate circum- 
stances, and has always provided well for his 
family, and to all outward appearance the family 
was a contented one. This morning, after the 
family had eaten breakfast and Mr. Tur- 
pin had gone to his work, about a 
quarter of a mile away, and the oldest 
stepdaughter had been sent blackberrying, Mrs.

Turpin then took a razor and _ almost 
severed her 77-year-old. daughter’s head 
from her body and placed the body on a bed; 
She then took her 11-year-old child and hanged it 
until she thought it was dead, and pl the 
body in the bed with the other. She then 
went to the barn, and, climbing into the 
— loft, hanged herself from one of the- 
rafters. The little stepdaughter came ‘back 
from her errand, and finding the bodies of the 
children in the bed gave the alarm. The young- 
est child when found still showed signs of life. 
Mrs. Turpin left a letter in which she said that 
no one was to blame for the deed but her- 
self; that her husband had always treated her 
well and provided well for the family; 
that the devil had been after her for two 
months, and that she was unable to get 
away from him; that for the past two weeks she 
ad been planning the d , and had finally 
worked herself up to committing it. She closed 
by asking her husbaud to forgive her and place 
8 trust in Jesus. She also gave directions for 

the burial of the bodies,

THE RECEIVER RECOGNIZED 


THH LATEST MOVE IN THE 
BROADWAY ROAD MATTER. 
AN INJUNCTION OBTAINED WHICH TIES 

UP ALL THE LAWSUITS AND MIGHT 
HAVE STOPPED THE ROAD. 
Attorney-General O’Brien arrived in this 
city Wednesday, having in his pocket an in- 
junction issued by Justice Landon, of the 
Supreme Court, at Schenectady, restraining the 
Broadway and Seventh-Avenue Railroad Com- 
pany and the Twenty-third-Street Railroad Com- 
pany from running any cars over the Broadway 
Surface Railroad after 24 hours from the service 
of the injunction unless by virtue of some agree- 
ment with Receiver O’Brien, and restraining all 
parties from proceeding against the Broadway 
Surface Railroad Company. The injunction, 
which is a temporary one, accompanied by an 
order to show cause on July 17, at Schenectady, 
why it should not be made permanent, was 
issued on July 6in a suit brought by the Attor- 
ney-General in the Supreme Court of Albany 
County. The full title of the suit is ‘‘ The People 
against John O’Brien as Receiver, the Broadway 
and Seventh-Avenue, Railroad Company, the 
Twenty-third-Street Railroad Company, James 
A. Richmond, President of the Broadway Sur- 
face Railroad Company, Jacob Sharp, John H. 
Selmes, J. H. Pentz, William Bird, Thomas H. 
McLean as a Director of the Broadway Surface 
Company and as an individual, William A. 
Bloodgood, and the Mayor, Aldermen, and Com- 
monalty of the City of New-York.” 
The complaint, which was filed on July 5, isa 
voluminous document, whieh recites the history 


of the Broadway Surface Railroad, the connec- 
tion therewith of Jacob Sharp, the history 
of the litigation, &c. The injunction provides 
for a stay in the suit of the city against the 
Broadway Surface Railroad Company for a 
perioe not exceeding 20 days, and prohibits all 
the defendants from proceeding in any way 
against the company pending the decision of the 
question whether the injunction shall be made 
permanent. As soon as Attorney-General O’Brien 
arrived in this city he entered into consultation 
with his deputy, William A. Poste, and with Re- 
ceiver O’Brien, and made the necessary ar- 
rangements for serving copies cf the injunction 
yesterday. The service of the Bs Pine on all the 
parties interested was completed before the close 
of business hours. 4 : 

Soon after the injunction had been served on 
them the Broadway ‘and Seventh-Avenue and 
Twenty-third-Street Railroad Companies made 
overtures to Receiver O’Brien to ascertain if he 
would accept the payment of a sum of money, 
not as compensation for the right to run cars on 
the Broadway Road, but as a recognition of the 
authority of the Receiver. In consequence of 
these overtures a conference was held at the of- 
fice of Elihu Root, at which Mr. Root and James 
C. Carter represented the Broadway and Sev- 
enth-Avenue Railroad Company . GC Gul-

liver, of the firm ‘Alexander & 
Green, the Twenty-third-Street Railroad 
Company, and Attorney-General O’Brien,

Attorney-General O’Brien would’ not be seen 
on the walgect. Deputy Atemey oerel Poste 
said that this action was brought to determine 
all matters connected with the Broadway Sur- 
face Railroad ete, gored except the suit of the 
Worcester National k, which it will not affect. 
The action is, he said, largely supplementary to 
the suit previously begun against James A. 
Richmond. It was also brought to prevent a 
multiplicity of small suite and to effect 
@. speedy settlement of all the questions in- 
volved; whether the various classes of bonds 
issued by the Broadway Company are valid; 
whether the contracts between that company 
and the Broadway and Seventh-Avenue Railroad 
Company and the Twenty-third-Street Railroad 
Company will stand, and all’ concomitant ques- 
tions. r. Poste said the case would probably 
be carried to the Court of Appeals by either side 
against which judgment was given, and that the 
final determination would be reached somewhere 
about the end of next Winter. He added that 
the Broadway and Seventh-Avenue Railroad 
Company would not make any opposition to the 
granting of a permanent injunction. 
Mayor Grace remained in his office until 3:45 
yesterday afternoon. None of the papers in the 
suit were served upon him up to t hour. 
During the day, however, a copy of Justice 
Landon’s order was served upon Corporation 
Counsel E. Henry Lacombe, who turned the 
apers over to one of his assistants for exam- 
nation during the evening at the latter’s home 
in the country. ‘Ofcourse I was surprised at 
the proceeding,” said Mr. Lacombe to a TIMES 
reporter, “It isa very curious act on the part 


of Justice Landon. The order as to why 
the injunction should not be 6 permanent 
is returnable on 17. In the meantime 
the city and all its officers are restrained from 
taking any action in the pending Litigation. To 
show how harshly the order acts I need only 
ive one instance. Justice Van Brunt sails 
or Europe on Saturday. If he should decide 


the Broadway Railroad matter as brought 
before him before leaving here, the city would be 


enjoined from reaping any of the benefits of that 
decision until after Justice Landon’s hearing had 
been concluded. en, again, the unction 
orders a stoppage of the cars on Broadway until 
the ron pegarnemony oe is had, unless the railroad 
otfiicials agree to su terms as Receiver John 
O’Brien may desire to impose.

AN INDIGNANT FISHERMAN. 
PORTLAND, Me., July 8.—One of the most 


peculiar results of the present strained relations 
between the United States and Canada on ac- 


count of the fisheries matter is the imposition of 
heretofore unknown dues upon vessels putting 
into Dominion harbors. Capt. David A. 
Doughty, of the fishing schooner John 
H. ennedy, who returned this morning 
from a successful trip to the Banks, reports 
that on his return trip he got into Boone Harbor, 
and while there was informed by the Collector of 
Customs that he must pay lighthouse dues to the 
amount of 24 cents a ton for the vessel. As 
there is not a lighthouse for a hundred or 
more miles along the coast from that har- 
bor, Capt. Doughty naturally objected to 
such an unwarranted tax, but was informed 
he could either pay the tax or allow his vessel to 
remain in port, so he yielded. In order to get 
his draft cashed he also had to submit to an ex- 
tortion by the Collector of one-fifth of 1 per cent. 
of its face value. Capt. Doughty has a high 
opinion of that Collector as a Jew broker, but 
believes if vessels have got_to pay lighthouse 
taxes some equivalent should be returned for the 
same.

STRIKING NEGRO KNIGHTS. 


FEARS THAT THEY WILL REDRESS THEIR 
WRONGS BY FORCE. 


Lirriz Rock, Ark., July 8.—It was sup- 
posed that the trouble at the Tate plantation 
had ended, and that the striking negro Knights 
of Labor had become pacified and would return 
to work, their Master Workman having so ad- 
vised. Just the reverse, however, seems now to 
be the condition of affairs, and many believe 
that this county is on the verge of one of the 
bloodiest race conflicts that has occurred since 
the war. -Intelligence has arrived from the 
neighborhood of the late trouble that the strik- 
ing negroes, reinforced by many sympathizers 
from the surrounding farms and plantations, 
numbering fully 1,000 in all, have made com- 

lete preparations for a general uprising; that, 

y armed, they will attempt to redress their 
wrongs and grievances, directing their at- 
tention first to Sheriff Worthen, who re- 
cently subdued the strikers. They will next 
advance upon the farms of Morey and Fox, 
with the intention of burning their crops, barns, 
and houses, Others who have incurred their 
enmity will be visited and treated in a like man- 
ner. The negroes have been openly buying arms 
and ammunition within the past few days, and 
they state that if they are opposed in their cam- 
paign of revenge they will be freely used. 
Sheriff Worthen called a public meeting last 
night and stated these facts, at the same time re- 
questing those who were willing to join his posse 
to hand him their names. About 100 men re- 
sponded to his call and were sworn in as br oer 
deputies. At the first intimation of an outbreak 
among the blacks the posse will proceed to the 
scene of trouble and attempt to quell the dis- 
turbance, and bloodshed will doubtless follow, 
The Governor has been called upon to order out 
the militia, but he refuses to do so until some 
actual trouble shall have occurred. Some of the 
farmers in the vicinity of the Tate plantation 
have prepared to resist the negroes, while others 
have removed their families and valuables to 
places of safety. 


A STRUGGLE WITH A MAD DOG. 


MISS BERNDT’S AWKWARD POSITION AND 
HOW SHE ESCAPED. 

WILLIAMSPORT, Penn., July 8.—Prof. J. 
F. Davis has owned a terrier for a long time 
which was a great favorite among the children. 
As the Professor was going out of town yester- 
day he gave the animal to Miss Annie Berndt, a 
young lady well known in society here, to take 
care of while he was away. In the afternoon 
Miss Berndt started down street with the dog to 
take it to herhome. As she reached Academy- 
street the dog commenced to growl, and fell over 
on the sidewalk in a fit. In a few minutes 
the animal was in terrible agony and was 
frothing at the mouth. Miss Berndt hardly knew 
whattodo. She gras the dog by the collar 
and held him down. fter the first convulsions 
were over the dog tried to bite Miss Berndt, but 
she held him by the aid of her parasol and pre- 
vented the froth from getting on her, although 
one of the sleeves of her dress was torn by the 
animal’s claws. Several persons were pass- 
ing at the time, but when they saw 
that the dog was mad they hurried out 
of the way and left the young woman 
in her perilous position, advising her to 
let the dog go and seek a place of safety. While 
the animal was in its third convulsion one of the 
street cars came ag, of the men were 
brave enough to help Miss Berndt, although she 
asked them to go for some one to shoot the dog. 
At last becom ng tired of holding the animal, 
Miss Berndt waited until it was exhausted after 
a convulsion, let go her hold, and ran into a house 
near by. The dog recovered and started to run 
off in its mad career, snapping and biting at 
trees, fences, and everything it came across. It 
fell at the foot of a tree and was killed. Luckily 
no one was hurt, but Miss Berndt had a narrow 
escape. 











DEATH OF A CENTENARIAN. 
MALDEN, Mass., July 8.—Capt. Samuel 
Packard, the oldest resident of Malden, died at 
the residence of his daughter, Mrs, William Rich- 
ardson, No, 57 Salem-street, this morning, at the 
age of 100 years, 5 months, and 4days. He was 
the oldest person in Middlesex County and prob- 
ably in the State. Capt. Packard was born in 
Rowley, Feb, 4, 1786, and when 26 years of age 
was drafted into the army during the war of 
1812, while living at Ipswich. At that time he 
was 6 feet 1 inch in height and weighed 190 
He served three months in the army, 
and for several years after the cessation of hos- 
tilities he commanded a coasting vessel plying 
between Cape Ann and Portland, Me. 6 was 
always a strict temperance advocate, and even 
refused to carry intoxicating liquors on his vessel 
as freight. From the Government he received 160 
acres of land and subsequently a pension of $8

e had been in excellent health and was never 
sick enough to require the services of physi- 
cians. He was the fathér of 12 children, four of 
whom survive him—Mrs. Elizabeth Packard and 
Mrs. William Richardson, of; Maiden; Mrs. John 
Blanchard, of Norwalk, Conn.,. and Mrs, Ellen 
Dunklee, of Lynn. Last February Capt. Packard 
celebrated the anniversary of his one hundredth

MAYOR WHITNEY UNHAPPY 


A TUMULTUOUS TIME IN THR 
SANDS-STREET CHUROH. 

THE TROUBLE CAUSED BY CAPT. LYNCH’S, 
APPLICATION FOR A LICENSE FOR HIS 
NEW LIQUOR SALOON. 

Mayor Whitney looked red and uncom. 
fortable for a good hour last night, when he sat 
in the Sands-Street Methodist Church, Brooklyn, 
and listened to the proceedings of a meeting 
which the policemen stationed at the bridge op- 
posite declared afterward that they could dis- 
tinctly hear. The church was crowded with 
men and women. The meeting was called with 
the avowed purpose of appointing a committee 
to appear before the Excise Commissioners rela- 
tive to the licensing of Capt. James Lynch’s new 
building at Fulton and Sands streets as a saloon. 
A protest had been drawn up last week, and 
Mayor Whitney had been asked to sign it. This 
he declined to do, at least until the license was 
applied for. His action called forth some very 
severe criticisms. 

The first speaker last night was 8. 8. Utter, one 
of the Trustees of the church, The gentleman 
poured oil upon what he supposed was troubled 
water, by praising Mr. Whitney, and declaring 
that the whole responsibility of the position rest- 
ed with the Excise Commissioners. The Rev. Dr. 
Fulton was the next speaker. “What you and I 
have got to do,” he said in stentorian tones, “is 
to make thunder all round. We have no time to 
lose. There is no business on this side of fell as 
means as that of selling liquor. [Applause.] You 
can make thunder by praying and working—” 

“ And voting,” interposed a voice. 

“Yes, and voting,” continued Dr. Fulton. “We 
have God Almighty and the decent people of 
Brooklyn on our side. If Mayor Whitney ever 
wants to get elected again he has got to join the 
anti-rum party. [Loud cheers.] I don’t care 
whether he is a a or a Democrat; he 
must be a prohibitionist out and out and say 80.” 

When the Rev. George Lansing Taylor arose 
the meeting was ber and orderly. Before he 
sat down Gen. Christiansen’s gavel had descend- 
ed many times on the mahogany of his desk. 

“T brought down with me,” said Mr. Taylor, 
calmly, ‘a little piece of paper, in which Mavor 
Whitney’s remarks when a candidate for the 
Mayoralty are chronicled. Ah, here it is, [produc- 
ing the paper;[ listen.

6 must not be controlled by 
parties organized in the interests of the liquor 
trafic. When a member comes to the altar of 
the church he is asked, ‘ Will you cheerfully be

hurch ? His answer is, ‘I will.’ The man who 
says he is not amember of any organization de- 
signed to circumscribe the rights of liquor 
dealers, and at the same time is a Methodist and’ 
a Trustee of a Methodist Church, is either 
ignorant of the Methodist rules or —” 

Mr. Taylor was interrupted by groans, hisses, 
and cheers. He became red in the face. 

“ Hold still!” he shouted. “I say he is either 
ignorant of the Methodist rules, has no business 
to be a Trustee in any church, or is a false Meth- 
odist and ought to be expelled from the Methodist 
Chureh. (Loud cheers.) This hallowed and ga- 
ered old church will soon be pulled down to 
make room for the bridge. She has almost com- 

leted her century. The best act she could do 
efore she is torn down would be to clean herself 
by expelling a Mayor of the city of Brooklyn 
from membership. (Hisses, which Mr, Taylor 
disregarded.) As I came into church a friend 
whispered to me, ‘The Mayor is here,’ and said, 
‘This thing has got to stop.’” 

“What thing?’ shouted thé same voice from 
the audience. 

“Thad no time to ask,’ said Mr. Taylor. “I 
was told.that there was a large number of liquor 
dealers here to-night.” .

Resolutions were then_passed asking that 
Mayor Whitney remove Excise Commissioners 
John Cunningham and John Schleimann and ap- 
point in their place “men who have reasonable 
respect for the rights of the people and regard 
for the morals of the community.” One voice 
only dissented to the passage of the resolution. 
There were cries of “Turn him out!’ which, 
— to Gen. Christensen, remained only 
cries. 

Shouts for “ Mayor Whitney” were then raised, 
They died away in anominous silence as one of 
the gentlemen sitting by the Mayor advanced. 
“My friends,” he said, *‘ Mayor Whitney has been 
offered the platform. He declines to accept the 
offer.” 

The silence continued until W. P. Milliken ad- 
vanced. ‘“ The people of the city have no right 
to criticise the man they put in office,’ he said, 
mopping his perspiring brow. ‘‘ You should 
elect men who represent your principles. You 
quietly stay at home and pray that the liquor 
trafiic may be put down, and then you go to the 
ballot box and pray that it shall be put up, 
Why blame the man? Mayor Whitney is cir 
cumscribed on every side. Is there any law 
violated when a license is granted for a saloou 
at the corner of Fulton and Sands streets.” 

Cries of ‘* Yes, yes, yes!” 

“What a ma fticent display of selfishness !” 
said Mr. Milliken with sarcasm. ‘“ You may 
sn licenses by the thousand in poorer parts of 

he 


city, and not a voice is raised, But when 
you strike a brownstone block, what a nolse il. 


makes. [Hisses.] You cannot annihilate the 
traffic by denouncing the Mayor. You must 
recollect that eve citizen has a right to sell 
Hquor until the law puts its foot down upon it.” 

“It is a moral wrong,” shouted a fat man fa¥

“Tt 1s a hellish wrong,” called out another in 


the vicinity, 
“The Excise Commissioners,” continued Mr. 


Milliken, in his most pacitic tones. “ are there

HOW CHICAGO WHEAT BROKERS 
WERE VICTIMIZED. 

AN EBB TIDE IN THE WHEAT MARKET— 
THE EXCITEMENT CAUSED BY THE 
JULY BOOM PASSING AWAY. 

CHICAGO, July 8.—Board of Trade circles 


were much excited to-day by rumors of a gigan- 
tic fraudin the wheat market. Very few were 





Willing to admit that they had suffered, 
but later disclosures revealed the fact 
that a good many had an_e entry 


to make on the wrong side of the profit and loss 
recount. It appears that E. L. Dwyer & Co., 
floing business at No. 806 Royal Insurance 
Building, had bought a large quantity cf wheat 
at high prices and were unable to take care of it. 
From information gieaned from some of the 
victims the brokers who made the trades and the 
clerk of the firm in question it was discovered 
Mir. Dwyer, who is in New-York City, sent 
telegraphic orders to his clerk to buy about 
1,000,000 bushels of August wheat. The clerk, 
whose name is Horace Johnson, bought some 
himself, and gave orders to 8. L. Underwood and 
A. H. Hovey to buy the remainder. Mr. Under- 
wood bought about 400,000 bushels on the curb 
before the regular market opened at 8214 to 
8242 cents, and Mr. Hovey bought about 350,000 
bushels at the opening of the day’s trading on 
‘Change at about the same price. The sellers 
include most of the commission houses doing 
business near the board. Milmine, Bodman & 
Co. are said to have sold 300,000 bushels, C. E. 
Gifford & Co. 80,000, MacFarlane & Co. 50,000, 
though a member of this firm said they had sold 
nothing, Leopold Bloom 100,000, and there were 
\ots of smaller trades. 

The market was panicky on news of rain in the 
Northwest, and prices went down with a rush. 
The sellers called for margins, and they not be- 
ing forthcoming, inquiry was made of the clerk 
in charge as to the state ofaffairs. From 
it was learned that there was no cash on hand 
to meet the demands of the sellers of the 
wheat but he was momentarily expecting a tele- 
graphic remittance from Mr. Dwyer. None 
came, and to his repeated telegrams for money 
there was noreply. Under this state of affairs 
many closed out their trade, while others are 
waiting until to-morrow in hopes that by that 
time the money will be here. The loss at the 
close of business to-day as about $35,000. 

T. G. Kammerer sold Dwyer & Co. through a 
broker 25,000 bushels, and when notified of 


the sale naturally inquired as to the 
standin, of that firm, it being a new 
one and little known. He directed thata call 


for margins be made, and, the amount not being 
put up, he went himself to Dwyer & Co.’s 
uffice. There he met Mr. Ingraham and one 
or two others who were on a like mission with 
timself. In conversation with Mr. Ingraham he 
iearned that Dwyer was a young man recently 
from New-York, and that so far as he (Ingraham) 
knew Dwyer & Co. had no woney to their credit 
in any bankinthis city. He maintained, however, 
that Dwyer’s record and reputation were good 
and intimated that he was the agent of asyndicate 
in New-York which would make all losses good. 
The margius due Mr. Kammerer amount to 
vver $600. In the case of others the mar- 
gins foot up thousands of doliars, as, for 
instance, in that of C. M. Dunckley 
& Co., who sold 150,000 bushels, and Leopold 
Bloom, who sold 100,000 bushels. E.D. Winslow 
& Co., William Young & Co., L. Everingham & 
Co., are also among the sellers. 

Horace Johnson, head bookkeeper for Dwyer 
& Co., says that Dwyer is in New-York for the 
purpose of negotiating $2,000,000 or $3,000,000 
worth of stock. When he went away he did 
not expect to operate here to any large extent 
during his absence, and made no financial prep- 
arations for large operations. Mr. Johuson said 
Mr. Dwyer telegraphed him late this afternoon, 
saying he would send what money was needed. 

Cc. L. Dwyer & Co. began business on the Board 
of Trade last Fail. The tirm was composed of 
Mr. Dwyer, who was formerly in the real estate 
business, and Mr. Granville 8. Ingraham, late of 
the firm of Ingraham, Corbin & May, wholesale 
— of;jthis city. Mr. Ingraham states that 

e was only ai é special partner, fur- 
nishing a small sum of money to 
Mr. Dwyer, and that his connection with the 
firm terminated June 1. He says he was igno- 
rant ofthe whole affair until he was told ot the 
irregularity by some of the sufferers. He ex- 
pressed the greatest confidence in Mr. Dwyer 
and felt sure it would come out all right, but was 
quite unable to explain his singular conduct. 

There was an ebb tide to-day on ’Change, and 
while an immense business was done the day was 
& quiet one compared to its predecessor. Open- 
ing at 82c. the market went up to 824oc. 
and then settled away to 80%e¢., 80%¢c., and 
then to 80c., the closing price of the 
curb. The selling orders came from Eng- 
land, New-York, and 8st. Louis, and the 
buyers were chiefly from the “country,” 
by which, in Board of Trade parlance, is 
meant everywhere outside of Chicago excepting 
the more prominent cities. The country has not 
traded much in Chicago for a year and a half. 
In fact, the craze for speculation seems to have 
become quiescent, and many a commission man 
has to bewail the loss of trade from that source. 
All at once the rage for the chances on ’Change 
was awakened y the exciting events of 
the last week, and the orders began to pour 
jn again. They wére to buy from whatever 

uarter they came, and notwithstanding the un- 

vorable outlook of yesterday, the orders con- 
tinued to-day and an immense quantity of wheat 
was unloaded ge the “country.” It is, of 
course, impossible to approximate the present 
holdings of these outside customers, but the ag- 
gregate must enormous. Many, however, 
who invested at the top yesterday have al- 
ready dropped out, leaving their money behind 
them. 6 scalpers who | and sell on the 
turn of a quarter ora half cent were also busy 
during the morning hours, but luck was against 
them, and the majority bought at the wrong 
time, and lost sy ee He It was generally be- 
lieved on ’Change that the day saw the end of 
the excitement marking the week, and that the 
floor would resume its accustomed aspect to- 
morrow mo . The great July buige seemed 
to have passed over.

OHACON’S LAST NIGHT. 

At about 8 o’clock this morning Miguel 
Chacon, who killed Mrs. Maria Williams on the 
night of June 20,1884, will be hanged in the 
Tombs yard. His only visitors yesterday were 
the Rey. Fathers Duranquet and Byrnes, two 
Sisters of Charity, and a reporter of THE TIMES. 


He declined his uncle’s request to have a part- 
ing word with him. He said that he dreaded to 
to see his uncle, Mr. Lopez, because he knew 
that he would break down, and he needed ali his 
strength to bear up under the mental torture 
which he was undergoing. At no time since he 
has been in prison, over two years, has he 
looked as well as he did yesterday. He 
was bright, pleasant, and polite. He wore 
a@ new suit of clothing, a spotiess white 
shirt, anda fancy necktie. To the reporter he 
repeated what he had previously said, that he 
would have the Batisfaction of knowing, when 
he stood under the gallows, that he did not in- 
tend to kill the woman, and that the bullet which 
pierced her heart was iired by him when defend- 
ing his own life from an attack made by her re- 
puted husband. 

Deputy Sheriffs Joel O. Stevens and Laurence 
Delmour were with Chacon last evening. sSher- 
iff Grantand Under Sheriff Sexton called and 
saw the prisoner. The condemned man when 
asked by Warden Virn’s cook to tell him what 
he desired for supper answered “ nothing.” He 
ate no dinner. He said he had no appetite. 

Deputy Sheriffs Delmour and Burns went on 
guard at 4 o’clock in the afternoon and found Fa- 
thers Duranquet and Byrnes, with two Sisters 
of Mercy, administering consolation to the 
conderaned ian. He seemed depressed 
and hardly spoke a word. At 9 o'clock 
in the evening Chacon was. urged to 
eat something, and Deputy sheriff Delmour 
ea him a _ plate ot raw oysters of 
which he only ate five. At'10 o’clock he turned 
into bed and soon fell asleep. The Sisters had 
already gone away, and so had Father Byrnes. 
A little later a new suit of black cloth was 
brought in from Sheriff Grant’s house. It was 
the suit in which Chacon was to be hanged, and 
was laidona chair near him. At midnight the 
watch was relieved by Deputy Sheriffs Anderson 
and Brassil. 





SHOT INA SINGULAR WAY. 
J. H. Hill, an employe of the Consolidated 
Gas Company, accidentallp shot himself under 
very peculiar circumstances, at an early hour 


yesterday morning. Mr. Hill has for some time 
been in charge of the valve house, from which 
the gasis distributed, at the company’s works 
near the foot of West Forty-second-street. At 
6 o’clock yesterday morning he required some 
waste and went to one of the drawers of his desk 
for it. There happened to be in the drawer a 
Sharp pistol. It ame entangled in the waste, 
and when Mr. Hill pulled out the latter the pistol 
fell to the fioor. He heard the report of the 
weapon and felt asharp sting in his groin. The 
pistol’s hammer had struck something and had 
caused one of the cartridges to explode. 

The man clasped his hand over the wound and 
walked to the oftices of the gas house. There he 
quietly reported the accident and asked the 
official in charge to send some one to take 
charge of the valve house. Mr. Hill said he 
wo go home, and with his hand still over 
the wound started for the street. He 
was held back, however, by the_ of- 
ficial, who sent for a hack. The wounded man 
was taken to St. Luke’s Hospital, where he lay in 
a critical condition during the day. An opera- 
tion was performed, and last evening the physi- 
cians thought he might live, although the 
chances were not strongly in his favor. Mr. 
Hill is 52 years of age. He has a family residing 
at No. 448 West Forty-eighth street.

INVESTIGATING RUMORS AS "TO WHAT A 
BUTCHER SAID. 


At the continuation of the Welsh inquest 
at New-Germantown yesterday the most of the 
time was spent by the Coroner in clearing up cer- 
tain rumors that had been circulated in regard to 
the complicity of one man in the poisoning. The 
suspected person, John Woodruff, the old butcher 
of Pottersville, sat unmoved throughout the pro- 
ceedings. W. B. Dunham testified that there had 
been some difference between the Pastor of the 
church and two persons. It had originated over 
some meat npr by a butcher in Pottersville 
named John Woodruff. Other witnesses testified 
to having heard rumors that Woodruff had said it 
was a pity some of them had not got a double 
dose, and at another that it was a good thing 
some of the Pottersville people got sick. 

Henry C. Hoffman was placed on the stand, 
and the fact was elicited from him that Elias 
Hildebran, a former saloon keeper of Pottersville, 
had made threats to “get square” with the 
church people, because they had caused his 
ejectment from his saloon. 

John H. Woodruff’ testified that he 
never asked the Pastor why he stopped trading 
with him; never had trouble with any other per- 
son. He went to the festival with his wife and 
a colored boy. “The reason,” he said, “that I 
refused to eat the ice cream was because I had 
just got through supper. My wife did not 
eat it because, as she said, she was not 
well, I have no arsenic in my possession, and 
never bought any. The only poison in my house 
islaudanum. I never said that I was too drunk 
to eat the ice cream. I never said that the 
dominie and his family should have gota double 
dose. I did say that if through his careless- 
ness the cans had not been properly cleaned he 
should have had a double dose. 

John Scott, Woodrulf’s colored boy, told con- 
flicting stories. First he said he did not buy 
any cream because he wanted to take his money 





to his sick mother; then, that he was 
savin it for the Fourth. Finally he 
settled on the latter explanation as the 
true one. He said ‘he was fond of 


fruits and cream, but did not eat any because he 
was not hungry. Woodruff had not told him 
what to say, except to tell the truth. The boy 
was very nervous throughout the examination. 
The inquest was adjourned untilthe chemical 
analysis of portions of Welsh’s body is completed. 
They will be sent to Prof. Austin, at New-Bruns- 
wick to-day.

A DOCTOR HELD WITHOUT BAIL. 

Toronto, Ontario, July 8.—The case of 
Dr. W. H. Graham, of No. 50 College-place, 
Chicago, who is charged with committing an as- 
sault on Miss Mary Bull, who went to consult 
him in his office here for medical advice on July 
2, was investigated by a police magistrate here 
to-day.

THE COST OF THE BIG STRIKZ.

MARCHING TO THE GROUNDS WITH FLY- 

ING COLORS AND RETURNING WITH 
DROOPING HEADS.

Club may win two games out of its three with

The Wolverine’ yell 
is somewhat subdued to-night, and the

There are divers whistles, cat-calls, and other 
instruments designed to agitate the ambient, 
which are good for sevaral days’ use yet, and 
several Detroiters who haven’t as much confi- 
dence in the, ‘record makers” as they had at 3 
o’clock this afternoon. 

It was just that hour when the big double gate 
at the lower end of the Chicago ball grounds feil 
back and eight policemen marched solemnly 
in. Behind walked a band, and behind them 
rolled a long string of carriages. In the 
first two were the members of the Chicago 
Club and their mascot.

FURNACES IN BLAST. 
PittspurG, July 8.—The monthly state- 
ment of the condftion of the biast furnaces of the 
United States, which will be published to-mor- 
row, will show 310 furnaces, with a capacity of 
121,650 tons, in blast, and 335 furnaces, with a 


capacity of 68,015 tons, out of blast. Of the 
furnaces in blast 58 are charcoal furnaces, 119 
anthracite, and 132 bituminous. Those out of 





blast are i158 chareoal, 90 anthracite, 
and 78 bituminous. As compared with 
the 1st of June there are five more 


charcoal furnaces in blast, four less anthracite, 
and one moie bituminous, making a total in- 
crease of two furnaces in blast during the month. 
There has been an increase in the capacity 
of the charcoal and bituminous furnaces in 
blast and a decrease in the capacity of anthra- 
cite. The total increase in capacity in 
biast is less than 1,000 tons. These facts 
indicate that temporarily at least the haste 
to increase the make of pigiren by blowing in 
furnaces has met a check. It is always true at 
this time of the be wl except in times of un- 
wonted demand, that consumption falls off and 
stocks increase. Stocks at the furnaces have 
been increasing since March, until now they 
are larger than atany time since last Fall, and 
they would have been larger still had it not 
been for the coke strike in the Spring, which re- 
duced production both East and West. While 
it thus appears from a comparison of this report 
with that of Jast month that the rate of produc- 
tion has not increased materially, the weekly pro- 
duction of pig iron is probably greater to-day 
than ever before in the history of the country. 








THE NEW LABOR LAW. 

ALBANY, N. Y., July 8.—The law regard- 
ing the employment of women and children in 
the manufacturing establishments of the State, 
which prohibits the employment of children un- 
der 13 years of age and provides that women 
under 21 years of age shall not be employed 
more than 60 hours in any one week, has now 
gone into effect. Inspector James Connolly, of 
New-York, has been here during the week pre- 
paring the necessary notifications and docu- 
ments to enforce the law, which will be sent out 
atonce. On Monday Mr. Connolly and his assiat- 
ant, John Franey, will start upon an investiga- 
tion of all the factories of the State, commenc- 
ing at Cohoes and going west. Already trouble 
hes arisen because of the law, a sirike having 
occurred at a flax mill in Schaghticoke, Rensse- 
laer County, because the tirm discharged their 
children employes, and the men would not do 
the children’s work without extra pay. The 
difficulty has not yet been settled. 








NATURAL GAS AND MINERS. 

PiTrsBuRG, Penn., July 8.—The use of 
natural gas in the manufactories of this city has 
done away with the consumption of 189,850 
bushels of coal a day. In 250 working days, 
which is considered a year by manufacturers, 
the whole amount of coal displaced would ran 
up to 47,450,000 bushels. Calculating 100 bush- 
els to be an average day’s output for a coal 
miner, it would take 1,600 coal miners to dig 
this coal, but altogether the use of natural gas 
has thrown about 5,000 men out of work iu this 
region. It required the use of 633 railroad cars 
to transport the black diamonds. Ali ofthese, each 
being 30 feet in leugth, would make a string 
ere feet long, or a distance of more than three 

es. 





PROHIBITIONISTS ON DEOK. 

GREENSBOROUGH, N.C., July 8.—It has 
been definitely determined by the Prohibition 
Party, whose headquarteas are at this place, to 
nominate a State ticket for Supreme and Su- 
perior Court Judges, and in the various counties 
where the subject has been discussed to put 
tickets in the field for county officers. It is more 
than probable that the Republicans will not 
nominate a ticket, but support the nominees of 
the Prohibition Party for State officers. ‘rhe 
Prohibition State Convention will be held at this 
place some time in September. The election takes 
place in November.

AN OLD POOL REVIVED. 
THE WESTERN FREIGHT WAR NOT ENDED 
BUT FORCED IN A NEW DIRECTION. 

CuicaGco, July 8.—The Western Trunk 
Line Association (the tripartite combination) was 
revived to-day, but the action does not give prom- 
ise of a settlement of the existing Western 
freight complications. On the contrary, the 
indications are that the war on rates will become 
more serious than it has been before. It simply 
puts matters back to where they stood when it 


was found expedient, in order to secure the 


maintenance of paying rates, to temporarily 
abandon the tripartite pool and enter into a new 
combination—the Western Freight Association— 
to which the Council Bluffs and Nebraska Roads, 
not members of the tripartite combination, became 
panies. The anticipations that the formation of 

he Western Freight Association would lead to an 
era of peace and harmony have, however, not 
becn realized. . . 

The Burlington declined to attend the mee 
to-day at all, giving as the reason that it woul 
have nothing to do with the tripartite combina- 
tion, and that the Western Freight Asseciation, if 
properly carried out, could accomplish all that 
was desired, General Manager Hughitt, of the 
Chicago and Northwestern, was present at the 
opening of the meeting, but lett as soon as told 
that the purpose was to reorganize the tripartite 
combination, saying he was not prepared 0 join 
that organization. The original tripartite roads, 
Rock Island, Milwaukee and St. Paul, Wabash 
and Union Pacific, then agreed to re-establish 
the Western Trunk Line Association, without the 
Burlington and Northwestern, with EP, Vinin 
as Commissioner, in accordance with the origina 
tripartite contract, Tho new agreement was 
ordered to go into effect Saturday. Under the 
agreement, the Rock Island, waukee and 
St. Paul and Wabash Roads are authorized to 
meet any rates made by either the Burlington or 
Northwestern, to all points on the Union Pacific. 
and the latter can make rates to Chicago an 
points on the lines of the Eastern allies, to meet 
the competition of its competitors. 

By the new arrangeiment the fight which has 
been going on for some time past is forced into 
anew ehannel. It will no longer be carried on 
by each individual road, but it will be the tri- 
partite lines combined against the Burlington 
and Northwestern.

A SOCIALIST ARRESTED. 
PitrsBurG, July 8.—Joseph Frick, the 
leader of all the Socialists and Anarchists of this 
section of the country, was arrested to-night at 
the instance of the postal authorities, on a 
charge of sending written matter inclosed in 
newspapers through the mails as lower class 


mail or printed matter. Frick was_ agent 
of Herr Most’s paper, Der Fretheit, 
and the written matter was inclosed in 


that paper. The postal authorities opened a 
number of packages sent by Frick and also dis- 
covered incendiary circulars, calling upon work- 
ingmen to arm themselves and revenge the 
death of the six men killed during the riots at 
MeCormick’s works in Chicago. It is the inten- 
tion of the Post Office authorities to push the 
case, and United States District Attorney Stone 
said it was very probable that Frick would be 
indicted for each offense, which would insure a 
heavy fine and long imprisonment.

QUEBEC, July 8.—Capt. Schramme, of the 
German bark Demetra, at this port from Sharp- 
ness, reports that at 2:30 A. M., on Wednesday, 
June 23, of St. Pierre Banks, he picked up two 
men in a small dory. They were in a 
very exhausted condition and stated that four 
days previous they had _ missed _ their 
schooner, the Johanna, of Gloucester, and 
since had been drifting around, without 
food or water, at the mercy of the 
waves. They had fallen in with only one vessel, 
a French bark, and had hailed her, but were 
taken no notice of. At the time of the rescue 
@ very strong gale, with a heavy sea, 
prevailed, and it seemed wonderful how the 
small craft had escaped destruction. At their 
own request on the following Friday the two 
men were landed on St. Paul’s Islaud. 





A REJECTED LOVER’S DOUBLE CRIME. 

Sr. Paut, Minn., July 8.—The people of 
New-Richland, this State, are in a fever of ex- 
citement over a double tragedy. Last even- 
ing Henry Young, a respectable young man 


of that place, killed Mary Discher. Two 
shots were fired, taking effectin her breast and 
causing almost instant death, Young then 
placed the muzzle of the revolver in his mouth 
and took his own life. The young woman was 
18 years old and her murderer 34, For some 
time Young had been seeking the hand of his 
victim in marriage, but had been repeatedly re- 
fused. On the occasion in question he stated 
that he had come to ask her hand for the last 
time. Upon being refused he committed the 
murder and suicide without further parley. The 
dead girl’s mother and sister were eye witnesses 
to the tragedy.

FAILURES IN BUSINESS. 


A LOUISVILLE WHOLESALE MERCHAN?t 
MAKES AN ASSIGNMENT. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., July 8.—William Cro. 
mie, than whom there are few merchants in 
Louisville more widely known; made a general 
assigument for the benefit of his creditors this 
morning. Judge H. Li. Stone was made the As- 
signee and accepted the trust of record. The 
deed is very general in its nature, not giving a 
detailed statement either of the assets or Mabili- 
ties, although it recites that the assets consist 
chiefly of the stock of paper, envelopes, and 
other goods of the kind in the wholesale 
storehouse situated at No. 760 West Main- 
street. An additional interest was given 
to the failure from tio fact that Mr. 
Cromie has been for many years. tbe 
Trustee of the vast Bull estate, with an income 
of nearly, if not quite, $100,000 a year. There 
has been a disagreement for some time between 
Mr. Cromie and certain of the heirs in regard to 
the management of the property, and it cul- 
minated about two months ago in a request for 
his resignation, which was promptly tendered, 
he being removed from the position by Judge 
Harris at his own request. Judge Stone, the As- 
signee, said in regard to the failure that it was 
impossible yet to give figures. He also said 
that he did not think Mr. Cromie would be much 
behind in his accounts with the Bull estate, and 
that his Trusteeship had nothing to do with his 
failure beyond the fact that it caused him to 
neglect his personal business.

ST, GOTHARD'S HELP TO TRADE. 
From the Pall Mall Gazette. 

Every one by this time has been through 
the St. Gothard Tunnel, and most travelers no 
doubt! imagine that the lime was made in order 
to facilitate their tours to the Italian lakes and 
Milan, The fact, however, is that the line was 
made not for the tourists but for the traders. 
This comes out very clearly in the report jusi 
published of a commission appointed by the 
French Government to inquire into the economic 


consequences of piercing the St. Gothard mount- 
ain. The line was opened for traffic on the 1st 
ot January, 1882. Since then Germany has in- 
creased the value cf her exports to Italy from 
66,009,000f. to 110,000,000f., and to Spain (by 
Genoa) from 51,344,000f. to 88,679,000f. As 
for Switzerland, in 1881 her exports to Ital 
valued at 37,000,000f.; they have now risen to 
over 75,000,000f. Ital as benefited even 
more. Her exports to Switzerland, Germany, 
und Belgium have risen by leaps and bounds, 
and the commerce of the port of Genoa in par- 
ticular has inereased since the 8t. Gothard line 
was opened by 50 per cent. What Italy has 
gained France has lost. Merchandise from the 
North wishing to reach the Mediterranean 
is more and more coming to be sent to 
Genoa instead of Marseilles. The former port, 
thanks to the St. Gothard line, has the advan- 
tage in distance over Marseilles as follows: From 
Antwerp, 76 kilometers; Ostend, 34; Charleroi, 
66; Brussels, 76; Namur, 127; Amsterdam, 139; 
Utrecht, 162; Cologne, 259. The report con- 
cludes with some suggestions as to how France 
can best meet the Italo-Swiss-German com- 
bination and checkmate the St. Gothard line. 
Lovers of the picturesque will be giad to hear 
that the report points to a less desperate reme- 
dy than destroying another Alpine pass and 
making a new tunnel. What has to be done is to 
lessen the distance between Marseilles and the 
north, All the French lines were constructed 
with Paris as their sole objective, and the report 
makes various practical suggestions for new 
lines in order to avoid the Parisian detour. It 
would only need the construction of 50 miles of 
new lines, it seems, in order to shorten the dis- 
tance between Antwerp and Marseilles by '70 
miles, and thus beat the St. Gothard hollow.

EIGHTEEN MEN KILLED BY AN ELEPHAMN\ 
From the Paris Morning News. 

A horrible occurrence took place in the 
district of Sultunpore, in Oude, recently, where 
an elephant broke loose and turned to murder. 
The elephant was being ridden by its driver, who 
gave the animal a prod with a spear in order to 


prevent him snatching a bundle of straw from a 
thrashing floor. The elephant immediately re- 
sented this by pulling the driver off his back, and 
as the man fell he lowered his head and tried to 
strike him, but the man managed to pass under 
him through his front legs. The mal, how- 
ever, seized him by the arm and threw him 
violently away. The man fell into a_ hol- 
low, which concealed him from the brute’s 
view, and not finding him be went away, 
after breaking the spear into several pieces. 
He then went to the villarge of Sardar- 
pur, where he caught sight of an old man, who 
ran into his house and concealed himself in a 
kothi, or receptacle for grain. He broke down 
the walls of the house and entered it, pulled the 
man out of the kothi, and, bringing him out of 
the house, savagely killed him, breaking one of 
his arms and dashing his headin pieces. Theo 
same night he knocked down several houses in 
quest of human beings in the villages of Sardar- 
pur, Bargaon, and Jaisingpur. He killed six 
men in Bersoma, three in Sota, four in Gangeo, 
and four in Mardan. He mangled the corpses 
to a frightful extent. After securing a victim hoe 
sometimes returned to the spot to see if life 
was extinct, and would commence mutilating the 
body afresh. He crrried several bodies to long 
distances and threw them into ravines, &c. He 
was ultimately captured. 


A NEGLECTED SOLDIERS’ CEMETERY.

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AND FOR HITTING IT “DOO” 
TAYLOR MUST ATONE. 

HE IS CONVICTED OF MANSLAUGHTER IN 
THE SECOND DEGREE AND RECOM- 
MENDED TO THE COURT'S MERCY. 

Guilty of manslaughter in the second de- 
gree, with a recommendation to the mercy of the 
court, was the verdict against Dr. Theus Taylor, 
of Merrick, Long Island, in the County Court at 
Long Island Aity yesterday afternoon. “ Doc.” 
Taylor is asolid young Southerner of about 26 
years. He graduated a few years ago at the 
New-York College of Physicians and Surgeons, 
but about a year ago he inherited $200,000 from 
his mother, and since then he has been ‘a genile- 
man farmer, fond of pleasure and dissipation, 
and proud of his skill with the pistol. On April 
15 Thaddeus Griffin, his companion rather than 
his servant, fell a victim to confidence in his 
master’s marksmanship. 

On that day Taylor and Griffin met two sisters 
named Chapman at Sayville. The men had been 
drinking, and they all tiled into the “ doctor's” 
two-seated carriage to make a day of it. Of 
they went into the sparsely settled country near 
Hempstead, and Griilin began to boast of what 
Taylor could do with the pisto). The girls urged 
him on by feigning to doubt the big stories, and 
finally the men dismounted, Taylor teok out his 
big revolver, and at 10 paces broke a bot- 
tie in Grifiin’s hand. This was repeated 
at intervals on the journey, varied with 
the shootin of coins from Griffin's 
fingers. Finally a tomato can was placed on | 
Griffin’s head. “ Doc” hit it twice and then re- | 
fused to shoot any more. Gritlin urged hin, | 
finally brought him a cartridge, and then faced 
him. * Are you ready ?” asked “ Doc.” “ Let 
her go,” was the repiy. Just then, the girls say, 
the can began to wobble, and Grifiin raised his 
head to steady it. The fatal bullet was already 
on its course, and it crashed into the frontal 
bone and lodged in the rear of Griffin’s skull. In 
12 hours he was dead. The Ooroner’s jury ex- 
onerated Taylor from blame, but the Grand Jury 
brought in a bill charging him with mans!laugh- 
ter in the second degree, and on this he was tried 
yesterday. 

When Judge Edgar M. Cullen took his seat at 
9:30 o’clock there was already a curious crowd 
of Central Long Isianders in the galleries. Many 
of them were young girls, who had come to have 
a look at the now paie-faced, heavy-eyed doctor, 
and to critically inspect the two sisters who 
urged on the fatal exhibition. It took a good 
while to get a jury, because the first panel num- 
bered only 28, and a Deputy Sheriff had to go out 
aud laboriously gather 10 more. Finally it was | 
secured, and District bene g =f John Fleming 
produced his only witness, Wilmot Abrams, of 
Rockville Centre, Long Island. On the day of 
the tragedy he was walking up the road and had 
stopped to see the shooting. He told the story 
of the exhibition of marksmanship, of Taylor’s 
reluctance to fire the last shot, of Griffin’s im- 
portunity, and of the fatal result, practically as 
itis told above. Dr. Frank Searing, of Hemp- 
stead, testified that Griffin died from shoc 
caused by the wound. 

Lawyer Augustus N. Weller, for the defense, 
next called Allie Chapman. She testified that 
she had known Taylor about two months before 
the tragedy. She had met him at Mrs. Wilson's, 
when she and her sister worked at dressmaking. 
She had been driving with Taylor before. Onthe 
day in question she and her sister were going to

Lawyer Benjamin W. Downing, for the defense, 
spoke ne y for excusable homicide. He 
claimed that Griffin had brought his fate upon 
himself; that he had not only urged the contin- 
uance of the shooting, but had forced the last 
bullet on Taylor when the latter pretended he 
had no more. Nay, more, that his actions had 
made the bullet fatal. Dwelling on Taylor’s 
skill as an expert shot, equal to the famous 
Recorder Hacketi’s, he declared that he was cer- 
tain of hitting the mark; that there was no folly 
in his shooting, though there might be for an or- 
dinary man. District Attorney Fleming, on the 
other hand, held up the indictment as a true bill, 
and claimed that the act was reckless and care- 
lessly exposed human life; that it was a human 
mark that gave zest to such sport, which could 
only be enjoyed by an ill-balanced mind. 
e Cullen charged the jury at great length. 
He said that the whole case narrowed down to 
the point, was this particular shooting a reck- 
less act? He showed how hard it was to draw 
the line in sports. In steeplechases, gunning, and 
games men lost their lives, but in shooting at a 
wooden mark there was no danger, and skill could 
be shown. Did not the introduction of a human 
support to the mark make such shooting a crime 
and Hable to punishment? The jury clearly | 
thought it did. They brought in their verdict 
xr an hour’s deliberation. The Judge will 
ronounce sentence this mo The pun- 
ishment may be from 1 to 15 years in the peni- 
tentiary, or a fine of from $1 to $5,000, or both. 








A WHITE WHALE TAKEN IN TRINITY BAY. 
St. John’s (Newfoundland) Letter to the Montreal 
Gazette. 

We have had on exhibition here during 
the past few days a strange marine animal. It 
was captured in Trinity Bay by some fishermen, 
who pursued it in a whaleboat and at length got 
near enough toshootit. It wasa powerful swim- 
mer, but was accompanied by a young one, and 
no danger could induce it to abandon ite off- 
spring, whose swimming powers were not great, 
so that it fell a victim to its maternal affection. 
The fishermen were advised to bring it on to the 
capital for exhibition, as no one in Trinity had 
ever seenits like before or could tell to what 
species it belonged. Most of those who 
saw it here were equally pessled, 80 
that there was quite a rus seo the 
strange visitor to our shores, and in two 
jays the owners cleared $60, charging 10 cents 
for admission. Itis 12 feetin length, about five 
feet in its greatest circumference and ofacreamy, 
whiteness in color all over; very symmetrical 
and graceful in shape, and would probably weigh 
from 800 to 1,000 pounds.

CHARGED WITH A CRIME COMMITTED 
TWENTY YEARS AGO. 

WATERBURY, Conn., July 8.—The case of 
Charles K. Bond, the great poultry bréeder, for 
attempting to poison Miss Adelaide Proctor, 
who has lived with him as his wife since he came 
here in 1865, was to have come up to-day, but a 
development even more surprising than was 
prophesied has caused the case to be nolled and 
the prisoneris now on his way to Lawrence, 
Mass., to be tried to-morrow under his right 
name of Kimball W. Rollins, for stealing a horse 
and carriage there in 1865, This evidence has 
been gathered by District Police Officer Bachel- 
dor on information of Miss Proctor, and the as- 
sistance of the police here since June 15, when 
he first had information of the case. Charles 
Joseph Stowell, from whom the team was 
stolen, had his attention called to an 
advertisement in a newspaper on June 
11, the import of which was that if the 
man in Lawrence. Mass., who had a team stolen 
in 1865 would correspond with “8. C. 0., No. 1 
West Dover-street, Waterbury, Conn.,” he would 
be made ney Mr. Stowell immediately placed 
the case in Mr. Bacheldor’s hands, and the latter 
came on here and procured photographs of Bond 
and Miss Proctor, and with the portraits werked 
up the case in Massachusetts with little trouble. 
It is supposed that the information came from 
Miss Proctor, who had chosen this course to sat- 
isfy her feelings toward Bond, who it is 
thought appeared to be growing tired of her. 
They had been living apart for some time, and 
she had not been feeling well and was taking 
medicine regularly. It was into some of 
this .medicine, which Bond furnished, that 
the strychnine, as alleged, was introduced with 
intent to kill the woman. The affidavits are 
from the widow of John Young, at whose house 
Bond and this lady boarded under the name of 
Mr. and Mrs. Kimball Woodard from June 1 to 
November, 1865. Bond was then a book agent. 
The ailidavit says he came from Lowell to reside 
at Walthnen, wiere on a farm the Youngs lived. 
Mr. Bacheldor says there is also evidence of the 
fact that Bond also went under the name of 
Kimball W. Rollins and Westen V. Smith. The 
name “Bond” is one assumed during his resi- 
dence here. This is why he has been able to 
escape detection. In Miss Proctor’s affidavit she 
alieges that once recently she told him he must 
beware or he would be detected and punished 
for the crime of horse stealing in Massachusetts. 
He answered, “That is now outlawed; they 
can’t bring it up afier so many years.” 

There is a point of law here involved. If Bond 
had lived in Massachusetts even for a short time 
since the crime was committed, and six ycars 
had passed since his stthsequent removal, he 
would have been safe; but the evidence makes 
out a clear case of refuge from justice. Itisa 
bad State for horse stealers, this being the only 
case in which the thief was not captured and 
punished since 1860. The team was worth 
$400. It was disposed of at Hillsborough, N. H. 
All the aftidavits corroborate each other and 
make a story without perellet in this partof the 
country in horse stealing. 


OYCLONES IN GEORGIA. 


GREAT DAMAGE TO CROPS IN SEVERAL 
COUNTIES. 
ATLANTA, Ga., July 8.—For three weeks 











past different parts of Georgia have been 
visited by severe local cyclones, resulting 
in no loss of human life, but in- great 


damage to property. One of the first of these 
storms passed through Henry, Spalding, and 
Forsyth Counties,j laying waste crops which it 
is estimated not less than $50,000 will cover. 
Later Thomas and Brooks Counties, the home of 
the Leconte pear, was visited, and as a result the 
crop is completely ruined, and the trees 
are severely damaged. News has just 
come in from Decatur County of a 
phenomenal storm which passed over that 
section beginning Wednesday last weck and con- 
tinuing until Sunday. The rain fe!l in torrents 
alternately with flerce hurricane gusts and en- 
livened by vivid flashes of lighining. This 
county is dotted over with numerous sawmills, 


many of which were washed away and 
others severely damaged. The disaster 
around Faceville is reckoned at $50,000 
Houses have been swept away, and 
many eople are homeless. One farmer, 
who had hitched his team of mules to atree, 


saw both animals struck dead by lightning, the 
shock barely missing himself. 
In North Georgia there have been numerous 


waterspouts, causing considerable injury. 
One o the most curious took place 
at Sharp Mountain on Tuesday. The farm 


of J. 8. Burdett was visited by six, which 
took place within 300 yards of each other. They 
struck upon the sides of the mountain and washed 
out dirt and large rocks and tore out the trees and 
bushes by the roots down to the solid rock, about 
6 feet deep and from 30 to 40 feet 
in diameter. There were three spouts 


upon the farm of W. A. Reeves and three 
upon the farm of W. A. Moss: Where 
these waterspouts would strike the sides 
of the mountain. the § force of the 


water would wash the trees and rocks across the 
ravine upon the opposite hill and leave them 
there, here are three creeks heading around 
Shai Mountain, to wit: Sharp Mountain 
Creek, one prong of Talking Rock Creek and one 

rong of Scare Corn. The damage done to mills, 
umber, and crops is hard to estimate, and it 
continues to rain.

Newport, R. I., July 8.—In view of the 
heat this morning it was wisely decided to omit 
all unnecessary work at Camp Wetmore by the 
officers of the Twenty-third Regiment,of Brook- 
lyn. The boys went to the beach and indulged 
in other recreations such as baseball, boating, 
fishing, &c.

The Governor's brother-in-law, W. Watts 


Sherman, of New-York, and the heads 
of. the State militia and a few Sum- 
mer residents were also resent. No 
liquors, despite the fact that the Goy- 


ernor’s cellars are full to overflowing, were 
served. The decision of the Governor not to dis- 

ense liquors was on account of the prohibitory 
aw and the fact that many temperance people 
were his guests. All the guests were presented 
tothe Governor’s wife, and they subsequently 
wandered about the grounds, smoked cigars, 
and inspected Mr. Wetmore’s palatial stable, 
which, like the house and grounds, is decidedly 
English. It was stated that the stable has few 
if any equals in this country. The Brooklynites 
were also astonished at the immense grauite 
villa, which cost over half a million of dollars, 
and in which the Governor of Rhode Island. can 
live, but when told that his income was about 
$80,000 a year they grew silent. 

The reception was a ‘‘ big card” for the officers 
of the regiment, and they appreciate the compli- 
ment. Col. Fincke ordered the regimental band 
to play at the Governor’s house during the recep- 
tion, which was from 2:36 to 4:30, and the gen- 
eral public were thus prevented from hearing it 
in the park. The boys will be glad to know when 
they are to be recognized. They are expected to 
go through with the ordeal of a review and dress 
parade in honor of all those who entertain the 
officers, and consequently they are “ kicking.” 

The review this afternoon was by Col. C. L. 
Best, United States Army, of Fort Adams, who 
entertained Col. Fincke and officers yesterday, 
and a8 usual thousands were present to see the 
boys perspire beneath a torrid sun, However, 
this is said to be the lot of soldiers. The review 
as usual was highly ereditable to the overworked 
men, who realize that with the review to-mor- 
row by their former popular commander, Gen. 
R, C. Ward, their labors will cease and they will 
return to the “ City of Churches” in the evening, 
with the firm belief that they have given the 
residents of Newport more than their money’s 
worth. The day ended with a grand mock parade 
and fireworks at camp to-night, taps not being 
sounded until 11:30. 

The officers of the Twenty-third Reriment at- 
tended the first hop of the season, which was 
given at the Casino Theatre to-night. Many of 
the leading cottagers, pontine Gov. and Mrs.

A MEROHANT TIRED OF LIFE. 








HACKING HIS NECK, ARM, AND WRISTS 
WITH A SICKLE, 

Newsure, N. Y., July 8.—Mr. John Clark, 
a New-York coffee and spice merchant, attempt- 
ed suicide by cutting his throat with a farmer’s 
sickle in the town of Newburg, near Orange Lake. 
He came from New-York last Saturday and 
stopped with his sister while he negotiated for 
the purchase of an Orange County farm. Yes- 
terday morning the relatives with whom Mr. 
Clark was staying noticed that he was acting 
strangely, and one of them telegraphed at once 
to his wife at New-York to come up 
and take care cf him as he was ill. 
The answer came back that Mrs. Clark 
would make the trip on the first train. Late in 
the forenoon Clark wandered out on the farm, 
and when found two hours later lay on his back 
in the edge of a wood. A deep cut five inches in 
length and extending from the root of his right 
ear to the chin was found on his neck. This 
wound he had made with the sickle, which he 
had taken from the barn onthe place. He had 
also made three slight cuts on his.legs with his 
pocket knife, and had cut a circle half way 
around one wrist and three-quarters of the way 
around the other with the same weapon.” 
Medical aid was prompt, 20 stitches being 
taken in the woundin the neck and the other 
injuries being cared for. Clark will probably re- 
cover. Fle is about 40 years old and is gentle- 
manly appearing. Temporary insanity led to 
the attempt which he made tpon his life. The 
wife of Mr. Clark is now with him, his two chil- 
dren having been left in New-York. “Clark had 
been in a despondent mood for some days. The 
son of a sister of his residing in Newburg was 


taken to the Middletown Asylum several days 
ago. 





STEAMBOAT OFFICERS OENSURED. 
POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., July 8.—Yesterday 
Coroner Standrough, of Cold Spring, held an in- 


quest upon the remains of Capt. Black and the 
boy Golden, who were drownedin the collision 
between the steamer City of Kingston and the 
schooner Mary Atwater. The testimony of 
Capt. Van Keuren and Pilots Mabie and Brandow, 
of the City of Kingston, showed that there was 
no stern light on the schooner before the collis- 
jon, and although all three of them were in the 
pilot house they heard no shouting or noise of 


any kind from the schooner before the steamer 
struck her. Capt. Black’s son, who was 
rescued, testified that he was at the stern 
ot the schooner, and that his father 
and the boy were in the cabin. He looked 
uP. the river and saw the steamer rounding Con- 
nisook Island and when she was a quarter of a 
nile away he placed a kerosene light in the door- 


way of the cabin and walked to and fro by it 
several times, making a flash to attract the at- 


tention of the approaching steamer. Seeing that 
she did not change her course he called to his 
father and boy to come out of the cabin, as a col- 
lision was inevitable. He also shouted at the 
steamer, and the next thing he knew he was 
knocked overboard. He said also he had a green 
and red light in the rigging but a vessel coming 
astern.could not see them. The jury rendered a

It is unusual for the Monmouth Cup and 
the Oaks to be run for on the same day, and as 
both of them were on the programme yesterday, 
together with the July Stakes, for 2-year-olds, 
and four other races, the “card” was considered 
an interesting one.

A STRONG APPEAL TO HAVE IT 
INVESTIGATED. 

THE REPUBLICAN EDITORS OF OHIO RE- 
ITERATE THE CHARGE THAT VOTES 
FOR MR. PAYNE WERE BOUGHT. 

CoLumBus, Ohio, July 8.—The Republican 

editors of Ohio met at 11 A. M., pursuant to a 

call, to express themselves on the action of the 

Senate of the United States, through its Commit- 

tee on Privileges and Elections, refusing to or- 

der an investigation of the charges made in con- 

nection with the election of Senator Henry B. 

Payne. There were 75 editors registered, and 

about 70 counties in the State represented. 

At the forenoon session Gen. James M. Comly, 

of Toledo, was elected President of the conven- 

tion, and 8. J. Flickinger, of Columbus, Secre- 
tary. Telegrams were read from a large num- 
ber of editors who were unable to be present, 
sympathy with the movement, 
among them Edwin Cowles, of the Cleveland 

Leader, who said: “ The Republicans of North- 

ern Ohio unanimously condemn the action of the 

United States Senate in condoning the buying 

of a Senatorial nomination for H. B. Payne. Jus- 

tice to him requires that the charges should 
be investigated, and_his silence in not demand- 
ing an investigation speaks volumes. If inno- 


cent he should clear his name from suspicion.” 
The convention adjourned to 1:30 o’clock, when 
the Committee on Resolutions submitted the fol- 
lowing: 

To the Senate of the United States : 

The Republican editors of Ohio, in convention as- 
sembled, respectfully represent that the circum- 
stances preceding and attending the election in 1884 
oi ilenry B. Payne to the United States Senate from 
Ohio induced the firm belief in the public mind at 
the time that his election was accomplished by the 
corrupt use of money. The developments since have 
confirmed this beliet, It has become the settled con- 
viction of the people of Ohio that Mr. Payne holds 
his seat in the Senate asthe result of bribery. It 
would be dificult to find a well informed person in 
the State seriously to dispute the fact. These 
convictions are not the result of partisan feeling, 
for it is. notorious that the accusations of 
corruption originated with persons of opposite polit- 
ical opinions from ourselves, and yet the influence of 
money and the power of party discipline have, in 
most cases, caused them to defend, rather than to de- 
nounce, these charges first made by themselves. 
Your memorialists share the general conviction, The 
far-reaching evils o¢ the situation are manifest. Re- 
dress can only come trom the Senate of the United 
States. We therefore respectfully and earnestly re- 
quest that the Senate will direct an investigation to 
be made, believing it will establish the charges of 
bribery and corruption formally presented by the 
Ohio Senate and House of Representatives. 

Fixpressive of the convictions of the Republican 
editors of Ohio are inclosed resolutions and an ad- 
dress adopted, and we ask that the Senate shall vin- 
dicate the character of the State either by clearing 
up these charges or by purifying that honorable 
pos phan the presence of a member corruptly 
elected. 

Resolved, That it is declared to be the belief of the 
members of this convention, and they so charge, 
that the election of Henry B. Payne to the Senate of 
the United States was procured by the corrupt use 
of large sums of money furnished and disbursed by 
the acknowledged agent and representatives of Mr. 
Payne; and that this convention further deciares its 
belief that an investigation by the Senate will sub- 
stantiato this charge; and they are not aware that 
~~ en has been in any direct and responsible way 
qaenied, 

Resolved, That the Senate Committee on Privi- 
leges and Elections be, and it is hereby, requested to 
act favorably upon the communication of the mem- 
bers of the Ohio delegation in Congress asking for a 
reconsideration of the vote whereby tho committee 
declined to recommend an investigation of the elec- 
ticn of Mr. Payne, and also to take into considera- 
tion the final communication of Representatives 
Little and Butterworth offering further evidence of 
bribery in the election of Mi. Payne and further 
weightier reasons for investigating. 

Resolved, Thatin case the Senate Committeo on 
Privileges and Elections adhere to its reported decis- 
ion, the Senate of the United States be requested to 
take this decision of its Committee on Privileges and 
Elections into consideration and reverse it. 

Resolved, 'That itis suggested to the Senate of the 
United States not to ignore its time-honored prece- 
dents and turn from its door a State which comes so 
fully supported, preferring the charge that one of 
its seats In that body was purchased with money—a 
charge which if ignored by the Senate must unfa- 
vorably influence the reputation of that body itself. 

Resolved, That it is the right of the people of a 
State, fundamental and vital in character, to havean 
investigation into a Senatorial election therein when 
the sano is charged by representative and responsi- 
ble authority, as has veen done in this case, to have 
been accomplished by bribery or other corrupt 
ineans. 

Resolved, That acopy of these resolutions, attest- 
ed by the officers of Ohis convention, be transmitted 
to the President of the Senate. 

The foregoing resolutions were supplemented 
by the following memorial addressed to the Sen- 
ate of the United States: 

The Republican editors of Ohio, assembled to con- 
sider a matter of grave concern to their State and to 
the Nation, ask the attention of the United States 
Senate and of the country toa brief presentation ot 
the case. Fer the first time im’ the history of the 
Republic a State speaking through its legislative 
and other equally responsible accredited agents, pre- 
terring before the proper committee of the national 


Senate definite and well supported charges 
of wholesale bribery in the purchase ot 
one ot her. seats in the Senate, has, 


so far as the Committee on Privileges and Elections 
oi the Senate can decide, been turned wway and re- 
fused the oppertunity which she sought to make

We maintain that 
Senators of the United States hoid their 
seats at the hands of the States, act- 
ing through their respective Legislatures; 


that these latter bodies form proper channels of com- 
munication between a St: it the Senate in all 
that pertains to the in pf its seats in that 
body. No instance has arisen in the history of 
the Senate where specific lwell supported charges 
of bribery in a Senatorial election, preferred by the 
Legislature of a State, have not been properly inves- 
tigated by the Senate, Infact, so zealous has the 
Senate been of its own integrity and honor that it 
has heretofore promptly ordered investigation upon 
he memorial of citizens, aud in other cases upon the 
memorial of individual members of a Legislature, 
charging frand in Senatorial clections. 

The arge that the seat of Henry B. Payne was 
purchased by the corrupt use of money by his im- 
mediate agents in buying votes of members of the 
Sixty-sixth General Assembly of Ohio has been 
made before the national Senate, and supported be- 
fore its Committee on Privileges and Elections with 
such authority, directness ot specification, and 
showing creditable and convincing evidence as has 
never before been brought to Senatorial attention 
in any cause which the records of Congress disclose. 
This will appear from the following facts: 

¥rset—Upon the widely printed charge that 15 
members ot the Legislature, which elected Mr. 
Payne, had been paid money for their votes the 
House of Representatives of our State promptly or- 
dered an investigation into the case of four of its 
members who had been members of the former Leg- 
islature, and who were anoug thoso clarged wit

having received bribes. While this committee did 
not tind evidence to prove the charges against these 
particular members it did transmit evidence to the 
Senate of the United States which established as 
strong a prima facie case of fraud in the clection of

Second—The State Central Republican Committeo 
of our State, at a meeting called to consider the mat- 


ter, passed resolutions charging upon information 
and belief that the seat of Mr, Payne was purchased, 
and requesting the Senate to investigate the charge 
and, appointing Representative John Little, of our 
State, to appear before the Senate committee in be- 
half of the Republicans of Ohio, and present the 
proofs upon which the grave charges made had been 
preferred, 2 

Third—The Senate of our State, acting for itself, 
formulated definite charges that the seat of Mr. 
Payne was bought, declared the reasons for its be- 
liet, and forwanied them to the Senate, with a re- 
quest that an investigation might be ordered, 

Fourth--The House of Representatives of Ohio, 
following the example of the Ohio Senate, and acting 
for itself, and,in addition to the report of its com- 
mittee, passed a resolution charging bribery in Mr. 
Payne’s election. and also asking the Senate to have 
the same investigated. : 

Fifth—Representative Littie anpeared according 
to his appointment before the Senate Committee on 
Privilegés and Elections, and ina statement of un- 
usual strength and clearness, showed that there was 
abundant proof to sustain the charges which had 
been forwarded from Ohio. At Jater hearings he 
called to his assistance Representative Butterworth, 
of our State, and each, in statements of great force, 
laid before the Senate committee a mass of ade 
ditional evidence of a character which properly 
giartled the country, although it seems to have 
fallen dead upon a portion of the committee. This 
Was no less than an offer to prove by legal 
evidence, in case the Senate would afford them 
an opportnuity before a committee of investigation, 
that Oliver A. Payne, a son of the Senator, con- 
tributed $100,000 toward the purchase of a seat for 
his father in the Senate of the United States; that 
David R, Paige, one of the managers of Mr. Payne’s 
election, took $63,600, either of the above sum or as 
an independent sum, to Columbus for use in the pur- 
chase of members of the Legislature, and that John 
R. MeLean, of Cincinnati, paid #100,000 to help 
secure votes for Mr, Payne. Besides this, Messrs. 
Little and Butterworth presented many proots tend- 
ing to establish the bribery of various members of 
the Legislature which elected Mr. Payne, 

Sicth-The colleagues of Messrs. Little and But. 
terworth, seeing the public statement that the Sen- 
ate committee had decided to report against the re- 
quest for an investigation, addressed & communica- 
tion to the Senate committee which had the approval 
of Senator Sherman, declaring their belief in the 
charges of bribery brought against Mr, Payne, and 
the further conviction that they could be established 
by the investigation, and asking for a reconsidera- 
tlon of the case at the hands of the committee, 

It is therefore submitted to the Committee on Priv- 
ileges and Elections, to the Senate, and to the people 
of the United States, that when this showing was 
made, and our State thus speaking and thus alfirm- 
ing through regularly appointed, organized, and re- 
sponsible representatives, has aright toa full hear- 
ing under oath for its witnesses before a Senate com. 
mittee of investigation, In case the showing thns 
made and the request thus formally presented and 
strongly supported are not deemed  sufiicient 
to justify an oy bg a it will seem difficult 
to conceive under what circumstances a State 
can obtain a hearing when charges of bribery 
are made. We therefore request of the Senate that 
in its forthcoming report trom its Committee on 
Privileges and Elections it will determine and au- 
nounce tor the benelit of all the States the forms 
which must be complied with and the conditions 
which mnst exist betore the Senate will proceed to 
an inquiry touching the purchase of one of its seats, 
1? the Senate requires further action than has been 
taken by Ohio Republicans it will be interesting and 
instrnciive to the country to know what its require- 
ments can be, If the sums named by Ohio Repub- 
licans as corruptly nsed to clect Mr, Payne are not 
sufficient to secure an investigation it becomes im. 
portant to know what limit of ex ture must bo 
eached in order to establish a ie case of

caucus votes and not for votes on the floor 
of the Legislature, and that the Senate 
cannot unde to. inves to @ caucus. 
this ponitign be adopted by the Senate it will be 
proclaim that hereafter the open purchase of a 
caucus nomination by mensy will be no bar to the 
undisturbed oceupation of a seat in the Senate of 
the United States. Two other Senotors have de- 
clared that they oppose investigation because it does 
notappear that Mr. Payne was a party to the cor- 
rupt use of money. This, in other words, is to de- 
clare that a2 man’s agents, including his nearest rela- 
tive, may go among the members of a State Legisla- 
ture with a mtn of greenbacks and buy a Senator- 
ship with as much freedom as hy would purchase a 
family supply of coal or provisions in the market. 
hig en n adding our request for an investiga- 

tion to the many ney before the Senate and com. 
mittee, we express the hope that Ohio Republicans 
may receive that consideration which is justly due to 
the grave charges which they make and which we 
fally indorse, and that the Senate will not fail to see 
that its good name is involved in the question pre- 
sented for its decision.

VESSEL OWNERS TO TIE UP. 


THEY REFUSE TO REDUCE RATES BELOW 
THE MINIMUM, 

PHILADELPHIA, July 8.—EKighty-six ves. 
sel owners, Captains, ana ship brokers, repre- 
senting the whole shipping interest of Philadel- 
phia, met to-day in the rooms of the Vessel Own- 
ers’ Association to take action against the com- 
bined efforts of the Eastern coal receivers to re- 
duce the freights below the minimum rates. 
Commissioner Pettit said that the association 
would resist the endeavor “ tooth and nail,” and 
rather than accede to their demands they would 
order a tie-up. He said that six vessels were 











chartered in Baltimore yesterday to load 
coal for Chesapeake ports at minimum 
rates, thus compelling the vessels to sail 


from this por without any cargo. At 
present there are about 250 vessels plying be- 
tween New-York and Philadelphia which carry 
coal for 20 cents a ton less than the rates. Mr. 
Pettit had an offer from Baltimore to-day offer- 
ing charters for five vessels, which was refused. 
The aggregate amount of tonnage at present 
lying idle at this port is 20,750. These vesseis 
are all ready and could be loaded this week, 
which, the Chairman said, showed that there was 
no surplus tonnage at this port. The Philadel- 
_ and Reading Railroad are the strongest 
vackers the association has at present. 

Capt. Jesse E. Murdock said that the Associa- 
tion of Vessel Owners had been started at the 
very lowest rates, and that the only way in 
which to maintain their rights was to stand firm, 
and he considered it their bounden duty to stand 
up for their rights and protect themselves, A 
motion was made by Mr. Smith that the vessels 
in the association stand firm by the bill of lad- 
ing and minimum rates. If not obtained in Phil- 
adelphia, seek other ports. Also, that Captains 
and dbrokers take no freights under the minimum 
rates and solicit no orders for less than the asso- 
ciation rates. The motion was unanimously 
adopted. Mr. Pettit said that the sole object of 
calling the meeting to-day was to let the Eastern 
receiver know that they intend taking a deter- 
mined stand, and the association will not yield 
an inch from this time out,even if they tie up 
every vessel the association has on iis books. 
The meeting then adjourned. 





NEWS ITEMS FROM CUBA. 

HAVANA, July 3.—The extreme western 
portion of this island was touched on the 29th 
ult. by a cyclone, which came across the Carib- 
bean Sea in a northwesterly direction. Thera 
were rains and squalls heye, but only slight 
damage was done. At Vuelta Abajo the wind 
acquired considerable velocity, and country 
houses were blown down and trees uprooted. A 
woman was crushed to death by the falling of a 
wall. Considerable damage was done at Bata- 
bano, where roofs were torn off, fields destroyed, 
and several vessels injured.

WASHINGTON, July 8, 1886. 


All the executive departments were repre 
sented at the Cabjnet meeting to-day. One of the 


questions considered was in regard to the status of 
nominations which may remain unacted upon at the 
close of the session. The Cabinet also had a brief 
discussion concerning the course of Congress in the 
matter of pension legislation. 

The Senate has rejected the nomination of 
Farry Hall to be Postmaster at.Catskill, N.Y. The 


injunction has been removed from the report of the 
Post Office Committee hg, A certain charges of mal. 
administration against Postmaster C. E. Snively, of 
Canton, Il, The committes finds the charges are 
untrue and malicious, and were made solely for the 
purpose of securing Snively’s removal. They recom- 
mend the confirmation of Snively’s successor, R. A. 
Perkins, only when the report vindicating Spively 
shall have been adopted and made public. 

The Committee on Accounts of the House of 
Representatives, as a result of its investigations 
into the conduct of the offices of the Doorkeeper, 
Clerk, and Sergeant-at-Arms ef the House, has de- 
cided to recommend a consolidation of the twa 
House document rooms under one head. Its report 
will also call attention to the tact that employes 
have been borne on the rolis without rendering serv- 
ice, and the members of the committee believe that 
no recommendation will be necessa to secure a 
reform in this respect. The report will recommend 
that the changes go into effect at the beginning of 
the next session,

The Senators yesterday with great una- 
nimity agreed to take up the resolution in 
favor of open sessions on the 8th of Decem- 
ber next. It is probable that the Senate 
imagines that if it sticks its head under the 
bushes for that length of time it will be in- 
visible to the scrutiny of public opinion; 
but we assure it that it is entirely mis- 
taken. Its most prominent and offensive 
features will remain distinctly exposed to 
criticism; the press and the people will find 
frequent opportunity to aim a blow at 
them, and before the next session is over 
the Senate, unless we are greatly mis- 
taken, will wish that it had not taken 
sefuge in this undignified position. 








Doubtless, the Hon. WILLIAM H. Cos, of 
the State of Maryland, was an estimable 
gentleman and deserving of all the respect 
which his 324 associates in the House of 
Representatives can show him without 
neglecting the public business. Butif he 
was, in his lifetime, a faithful member of 
Congress and a sensible man, he must have 
been opposed to adjournment as a mode of 
showing respect for dead colleagues, and 
therefore it is a poor way to render tribute 
to hismemory. It is a custom that ought to 
be dropped. Let announcements of death 
be made at the close of a regular session, 
and if there is to bea session set apart for 
eulogies, let it be an evening session or one 
held of a Sunday afternoon. 











The sixteen Senators who voted against 
the Sturgeon Bay Canal job on Wednesday 
appear to have been convinced by the re- 
sult of their labors in that case that further 
opposition to such schemes would be a 
waste of time, for the appropriation of 
$350,000 to be used in buying the 
Portage Lake canals was passed yesterday 
without debate, no man dissenting. The 
Hennepin Canal appropriation was reached 
and was made the subject of one or two 
speeches, but no vote was taken. The 
Sturgeon Bay job is one of the worst that 
van be found in the bill, and the Sen- 
ate’s treatment of it was chara:teristic. 
Those who have read the report of 
the debate upon that scheme will 
not ask why both the Senate committee and 
the Senate have so coolly accepted all the 
jobs, large and small, which were sent to 
them in the bill as it was passed by the 
House. Plainly it was the intention of the 
Senate, not only to retain all of the 
old jobs, but also to add as ‘many 
new ones as possible. The bill as it 
now stands appropriates more than 
18,000,000, but this total is a misleading 
pne. For example: The appropriation of 
$300,000 for the Hennepin Canal is to pay 
for the beginning of a work that will cost 
from $7,000,000 to $15,000,000. It may fair- 
ly be regarded as binding the Government to 
spend that amount of money. This item 
alone raises the total appropriation to 
$25,000,000 or even $33,000,000. 








Seventy-five of the Republican editors of 
Ohio have signed and forwarded to the 
United States Senate a memorial—which 
we publish this morning—urging that the 
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which they submit are amply sufficient. 
“No instance has yet arisen in the 
history of the Senate,” they say, ‘‘ where 
specific and well supported charges of 
bribery in a Senatorial election, preferred by 
the Legislature of a State, have not been 
properly investigated by the Senate.” Those 
who have not followed the history of this 
case may not know that both the Senate and 
the House of Representatives in Ohio form- 
ally presented the charge of bribery tothe 
National Senate and asked for an investi- 
gation. These citizens now ask that the 
voice of their State shall not be ignored. 
Gen. Loca“ holds that the Senate cannot 
investigate, because the money was spent 
inacaucus. The memorialists point out 
that if this doctrine be approved 
the Senate will thereby proclaim that 
hereafter the open purchase of a cau- 
cus nomination by money will be no bar 
to the undisturbed occupation of a seat in 
the Senate. They also pay their respects to 
two other Senators—presumably Mr. EVARTS 
and Mr. TELLER—who are said to hold that 
a Senator should not be disturbed if his 
seat was bought, not by himself, but by his 
friends and kinsmen. 











A Washington dispatch to THe TIMEs 
gives a clear and complete explanation of a 
transaction which Judge REAGAN did not 
understand in the Bureau of Engraving. 
The Sun joyfully seized upon Judge REa- 
GAn’s failure to understand the mat- 
GRAVES 


ter aS a reason why Mr. 
should be discharged from the  bnu- 
reau. It appears that the usual ap- 


propriation of $500 covered the cost of 
12,500 copies of a steel engraving of Mr. 
HENpDRICKS, but as 31,000 copies were 
issued Mr. Graves asked for an additional 
$450, The first 12,500 copies, therefore, 
cost four cents each, while the 31,000 
copies cost three and _ one-fifteenth 
cents each. The Sun will possibly admit 
that 31,000 copies of an engraving cost 
more than 12,500 copies. It will certainly 
understand the case if it will take the con- 
verse proposition that it costs less to print 
50,000 copies of a newspaper than it does to 
print 100,000 copies. 








Various reasons are given why ex-Alder- 
man WAITE is to be kept in the House of 
Detention until called to testify in the brib- 
ery cases, but no satisfactory reason is given 
why it has been necessary to detain him in 
custody so long. It does not matter much 
whether WAITE was placed in the House of 
Detention at his own request to escape an- 
noyance, or at the District Attorney’s re- 
quest to avoid the expense of his cus- 
tody in a private boarding house, or the 
risk of his being spirited away, but 
the practical admission that he will 
not be wanted on the witness stand before 
Fall is a matter of some interest. The Dis- 
trict Attorney has repeatedly promised to 
bring the indicted men to trial promptly 
and to press the cases to conviction, for 
which he professed to have ample evidence. 








The judgment of the court in the case of 
the six persecutors of Mrs. LANDGRAF, who 
were yesterday convicted of conspiracy, 
was very lenient. Doubtless these men 
were ignorant of the fact that they were 
violating the law, and those who distributed 
the boycotting circulars may even have 
been induced to believe that they were en- 
gaged in meritorious work. There was suf- 
ficient reason for leniency, but it was neces- 
sary to teach the lesson that combinations 
to injure arly person’s business for refusing 
to discharge workmen at the dictation of a 
union are unlawful and will be punished. 
If the mild penalty imposed serves this pur- 
pose it will be sufficient, but there will be 
no excuse hereafter for offenses of this kind, 
and if they are persisted in more severe 
punishment will be necessary. 








A CONTEMPTIBLE ATTAOK. 

The Blaine organin this city yesterday 
made a characteristic attack upon President 
CLEVELAND and upon the majority of the 
Federal Civil Service Commission, based on 
an entirely incorrect statement of the recent 
new regulations issued by the commission. 
The article from beginning to end was 
erowded with thisstatements, most of which 
bear evidence of being deliberate. It is not 
easy to understand the motive of them, be- 
cause, though their malice is clear enough, 
they are so obviously opposed to the facts, 
and are so sure to be exposed, that a very 
moderate degree of partisan sense should 
have prevented their publication. 

The assertion with which the Blaine 
organ starts out, that “‘strong Democratic 
partisans constitute a majority” of the 
commission, with the addition that Messrs. 
EDGERTON and OBERLY are “ two painfully 
notorious Democratic machine workers,” is 
a stupid falschood. Mr. EDGERTON has 
never taken an active part in even general 
politics, and has never been in any sense a 
“machine worker.” His strongest backing, 
so far as his reputation for impartiality and 
independence was concerned, came from 
Chief-Justice WAITE, of the Supreme Court, 
and the President had never heard of him 
until the Chief-Justice personally urged 
his appointment as one eminently fit to be 
made. That the Chief-Justice was respon- 
sible for the selection of a “‘ painfully noto- 
rious machine worker” is as probable as 
that the Tribune should dare to tell the 
truth about this Administration. As for 
Major OBERLY, he was, during 1884, the 
Chairman of the Democratic State Com- 
mittee of Illinois. He was not a “ painfally 
notorious machine worker,” and he proved 
that he was not in his work in the Indian 
schools. His action since he has been a 
member of the Civil Service Commission 
has confirmed his previous reputation. 

This general introductory misstatement is 
followed by a number of specific ones, all in 
the same direction. The commission, it is 
declared, “has at last given out a set of 
new rules and orders to the local Examining 
Boards all over the country, under which 
appointments to and promotions in the civil 
service are hereafter to be made.” The com- 
mission has given out no new “rules,” 
which would require the approval of the 
President, but only some regulations, which 
donot. It is asserted that these “rules are 
only a thin blind to cover legal violations of 





the law;” that “they virtually make the 


case shall be investigated. The reasons 









Boards of Examiners in every customs dis- 
trict and at all Post Offices masters of the 
situation ;” that “they reserve the right to 
allow only a ‘limited number’ of applicants 
to compete for the offices, and permit the 
submission of any number of eligible 
names to the appointing officer whenever he 
requests it upon the commission’s approval.” 
The new regulations do nothing of the kind. 
The Examiners have no more independent 
mastery of the situation than they had un- 
der President ARTHUR’S commission. The 
number of applicants is no more “ limited” 
than it ever was. Where only a limited num- 
ber are to be examined the new regulations 
provide that ‘“‘ the Secretary shall give the 
notice herein prescribed to no more than the 
number of applicants ordered to be exam- 
ined, commencing with the applicant whose 
application has been longest on file, and tak- 
ing each of the other applicants in the or- 
der of the filing of his application.” This 
only makes more definite and guarded the 
regulation of the old commission. 

“The submission of any number of eligible 
names to the appointing officer, whenever 
he requests it on the approval of the com- 
mission,” is not permitted, save in the case 
of those subjected to aspecial examination 
and entered on the special eligible list. 
This has always been permitted, and is, for 
obvious reasons, required, in the language 
of the law, by the “conditions of good 
administration.” 'There is, it will be seen, 
not a single statement in the Tribune's 
article that is not directly opposed to the 
facts. No such changes have been made 
as are charged. On the contrary, the 
regulations, in one important regard, are 
made more strict, with the purpose and effect 
of preventing precisely the favoritism that 
they are charged with promoting. Itis de- 
clared that the Secretary of each Board of 
Examiners shall ‘‘ keep the registers of per- 
sons eligible for appointment,” and “‘shall not 
permit the appointing or nominating officer, 
or any other person, to have possession of 
or have a copy of such registers, or any of 
them; and he shall not permit the appoint- 
ing or nominating officer, or any other per- 
son not a member of the board, to inspect or 
see the eligible registers, or any of them, 
or inspect or see a copy of them, or any of 
them.” 








A CHEAP AGITATOR. 

It is possible to attach too much impor- 
tance to the frothy utterances of such shal- 
low agitators as SHEVITCH, who edits an 
alleged Socialistic newspaper in the German 
language in this city. He has long been ac- 
customed to make his living by denouncing 
the tyranny of the ruling classes in a coun- 
try where there are no ruling classes and 
where government distinctly rests on the 
consent of the governed. By playing upon 
the ignorance and the passions of a small 
class of foreigners who have no understand- 
ing of the principles or the working of our 
institutions, who are ignorant even of the 
language of the country, and by persistent- 
ly pretending that the Government here is 
the enemy of the people instead of their own 
creation, he has contrived to gain a precari- 
ous livelihood. The freedom with which his 
ridiculous rant has been permitted to go on, 
and the comparative harmlessness of his 
outpourings, are a standing refutation of his 
own teachings, 

This fellow SHEVITCH has tried to mag- 
nify his importance and increase his reve- 
nues by identifying himself with the cause 
of the workingmen of this country or by 
making the small number of them that he 
can reach believe that they are the vic- 
tims of public oppression. Naturally he 
seeks to gain support only from those who 
sympathize with crime and disorder, for he 
could never hope to exercise any influence 
upon intelligent and self-respecting working- 
men. They can have nothing but contempt 
for a blatherskite who tells them that pub- 
lic officers chosen by the suffrages of the 
people are despots and oppressors. The 
character of agitators of his type is well 
illustrated by the readiness with which 
they espouse the cause of conspirators and 
blackmailers, whose methods are utterly for- 
eign to the spirit of respectable working- 
men andin violation of laws necessary to 
the protection of their rights. 

There was never a meaner performance 
than that of the “ boycotters” who, to ad- 
vance the interests of one union against an- 
other, entered into a conspiracy to injure 
the business of an employer who refused to 
submit to their dictation, and then after 
submission extorted $1,000 from him to 


his business. It was blackmail in its vilest 
and most dangerous form, and the interests 
of employers and employed alike demanded 
that the crime should be punished. But 
these criminals and others like them, who 
persecute widows and try to reduce them to 
beggary for giving employment to men who 
are not selected for them by a tyrannical 
organization, are the persons that find cham- 
pionsin such agitators as SHEVITCH, who 
are always on the alert for an opportunity to 
abuse the agencies by which the order and 
safety of the community are secured. 

It cannot be that there is in any consider- 
able class in this community anything but 
contempt for this kind of would-be mischief 
makers. Workingmen of intelligence and 
character cannot be stirred by them from 
their sober modes of thought and action. 
Their denunciations of courts and public 
officers are a compliment and can do no 
serious harm. Their black lists of jurors who 
convict violators of the laws are rolls of 
honor and can intimidate no decent or self- 
respecting man from performing his public 
duty without fear in the jury box. There is 
danger of attaching too much importance to 
the empty vaporings of SHEVITCH and his 
kind, and the desire of this foreign blather- 
skite to pose as a martyr should not be 
gratified. 

Perhaps he is not altogether harmless, for 
he has the ear of an ignorant and turbulent 
class who may easily be incited to disorder 
and violence. So long as he only expresses 
his ill opinion of the law and its agents and 
heaps his futile contempt upon institutions 
which his readers and hearers do not un- 
derstand he can be safely tolerated. There 
isno clear line to be drawn until he at- 
tempts to incite violations of law and 
directly to foment violence and disorder in 
the community. When he advocates at- 








pay the expense of inflicting the injury on ] 
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Most, advises the use of dynamite and 
a weapons upon public officers, he will 
pass thé lino where freedom of speech be- 
comes something more than the abuse of an 
undeserved liberty. Then will he make 
himself fairly amenable to prosecution 
under the freest of human institutions. 
Criminals and instigators of crime should 
be punished, but mere vaporing against civ- 
ilized society is only worthy of contempt. 





OHUROH VS. SALOON. 

The Sands-Street Methodists in Brooklyn 
are just now engaged in showing how much 
trouble a reactionary and old-fogyish church 
can make in a live and stirring town. The 
church in which these people worship is 
the oldest Methodist church in Brooklyn. 
It stands upon Sands-street, nearly opposite 
the bridge entrance, and its severe and ven- 
erable front serves to give the visitor 
arriving by the bridge an early impression 
of that simple and pious life for which our 
transpontine neighbors are noted. Fifty 
feet to the south of this old Methodist 
church, at the corner of Sands and Fulton 
streets, stands a large building lately va- 
cated by an honest and peaceful furniture 
dealer. This building has been leased by 
Capt. JAMES LYNCH, aman of enterprise and 
push and progress, who proposes to establish 
in it a large and very gorgeous gin mill 
occupying the entire ground floor and easily 
accessible to the thirsty wayfarers in both 
streets. The Sands-Street Methodists oppose 
the Captain’s project, and last night they 
held a mass meeting in their church to 
protest against the issue of a license to him 
to sell rum on this conspicuous and busy 
corner. 

We have no doubt that these church peo- 
ple are entirely sincere and unselfish in their 
action. They think they are working for 
the moral good of Brooklyn. They have in- 
spected the exterior and the interior of Capt. 
Lyncn’s saloon, now nearly ready to re- 
ceive its barkeepers and their supplies. 
They have observed that it is fitted up 
in a most sumptuous fashion, with much 
fine cabinet work, a tile floor, and befitting 
frescoed nudities. Aside from the sinful- 
ness which these people believe to be inher- 
ent in the nature of a saloon, they object 
to the opening of this particular saloon 
on the ground that it will be a nui- 
sance. Morning and evening, and at near- 
ly all hours of the day, the corner 
of Fulton and Sands streets is thronged 
with people going or coming by the bridge, 
and a large proportion of this human stream 
ismade up of men who do not frequent 
saloons and of ladies. It is the contention 
of the Methodists that to make this corner a 
loafing place, to pollute its atmosphere with 
the odors of stale beer and doubtful whisky, 
and to flaunt what they are fond of calling a 
body and soul destroying vice in the eyes of 
the 60,000 persons who daily cross the great 
bridge is an outrage and a disgrace which 
the Excise Commissioners ought not to put 
upon the city of Brooklyn, and which Mayor 
WHITNEY, who is a member of their church, 
ought to join with them in striving to avert. 

It is useless to argue with such people as 
these Sands-Street Methodists. They have 
paleological notions about temperance and 
decency and other tiresome things, and 
they are wholly incapable of sympathy 
with that spirit of progress which animates 
Capt. JAMES LyncH. If they could have 
their way Brooklyn would be allowed to have 
not more than. one drinking saloon on every 
block, we suppose, and they would deny 
to the thirsty the privilege of boozing in 
public, as it were, upon the most frequented 
corner in the city. Fortunately for Capt. 
Lyncu, the Excise Commissioners of Brook- 
lyn do not share these old-fashioned no- 
tions. The Captain counts withthe utmost 
confidence on their favorable action upon 
his petition for a license, as it appears that 
he did not take the trouble to apply 
for one until he was nearly ready to 
put his beer on tap and fill his decanters. 
But, then, the Captain knew that the Board 
of Excise was not composed of Sands-Street 
Methodists. In a few days, therefore, the 
people of Brooklyn will be able to look with 
pride upon a double row of beer kegs 
stretching along the Sands-street curbstone 
almost to the old Methodist church, whose 
crumbling fagadé will be shamed and 
dimmed by contrast with the garish front 
of the Captain’s saloon. 








CHOLERA REPORTS. 

A steady increase of the daily mortality 
from cholera in the cities and towns at the 
head of the Adriatic and in the neighbor- 
hood of Brindisi seems to show that South- 
ern Europe is again to suffer from this ter- 
rible disease. The reports from Brindisi for 
Wednesday show that there were 189 new 
cases and 71 deaths on that day, while in 
Latiano there were 70 cases and 26 deaths 
and in Fontana 76 cases and 34 deaths. 
Reports for yesterday are almost as bad, and 
it is announced that cases have appeared in 
many places in the provinces at the head of 
the Adriatic. In Venice the disease ap- 
pears to have been almost suppressed. 
There are only two or three deaths 
each day now, while on May 28 there 
were 33 new cases and 31 deaths. No 
reports from Florence are published. The 
disease has been carried from Venice east- 
ward to Trieste and Fiume, and it is an- 
nounced that in Croatia the people are panic- 
stricken. From Venice it has also been car- 
ried westward into Northern Italy and 
northward to the Austrian frontier. From 
the other point of distribution in Italy, 
Brindisi, it has found its way northward 
along the Adriatic coast and westward on 
the lines of travel toward Naples and Rome. 

It was suggested, when the first cases ap- 
peared at Brindisi, in April, that they had 
been brought by vessels arriving from In- 
dia. But it is not necessary to account in 
this way for afresh advance of cholera in 
Southern Europe. The disease was present 
in Southern Spain and Western France and 
in parts of Italy throughout the Winter. 
Reports of cholera mortality in those regions 
have not been widely published, but it is 
true that in the Department of Finistere, 
about one hundred miles from England, 
there were 202 cases and 32 deaths in the 
three weeks from Dec. 23 to Jan. 15, and 
that the disease still prevailed there in 
April. From Jan. 27 to Feb. 7 there were 
208 cases and 69 deaths in the Spanish prov- 
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deaths in the Spanish province of Huelva. 
Cholera reappeared in Venice Dec. 16. In 
November there were four or five deaths 
each day in Palermo. In December there 
were 48 deaths in Palermo and 25 in Ven- 
ice, with 30 or 40 deaths in other Italian 
towns. ~ 

The reports from Japan are meagre, but it 
is plain that there have been thousands of 
deaths in that country. For the first week 
of October only 44 fatal cases were 
reported from the Japanese cities, but before 
the end of the month there had been 628 
in Osaka alone, and afterward 45 counties 
becameinfected. At last accounts the disease 
was rapidly spreading through Southern 
Japan. 

There is reason to believe that this pes- 
tilence prevails in many towns of Southern 
Europe from which noreports are published. 
In Spain, where the number of victims last 
year was more than 100,000 by official 
record, and probably 150,000 in all, a few 
deaths now are not regarded with alarm. 
The location of two or three of the towns of 
Italy from which reports are now forwarded 
indicates that other towns not mentioned 
must be infected. Unfortunately, the au- 
thorities and people of Spain and Italy— 
those of two or three cities excepted—refuse 
to be enlightened by the lessons which an 
epidemic of cholera teaches to those who 
are willing to learn, and if the disease shall 
be spread widely in the Mediterranean 
countries this season it will find the region 
in as helpless a condition as it was a year 
ago. 

In this city the health authorities should 
not be less vigilant than they were last year 
and in 1884. They should strive to make 
the city clean and to keep it so, and citizens 
should assist them. There is no danger that 
too much sanitary work will be done, and 
while the city may not be. exposed to an 
outbreak of cholera, thorough sanitation 
will save many lives that would be lost from 
other causes if the health authorities should 
fail to do their duty. 


RUSSIA MOVES AGAIN. 

There may have been a special signifi- 
cance in the ceremonies with which the 
Czar recently causefl the launching of a 
new and powerful ironclad to be invested. 
Dwelling on the sacrifice of the Black Sea 
fleet in the Crimean war and declaring that 
this fleet was now to be restored, he called on 
his sailors of to-day to emulate their prede- 
cessors, adding: ‘‘On the sea which wit- 
nessed their gallant exploits I confide to 
you the defense of the honor and the 
safety of Russia.” In effect, having seen 
the Caspian Sea turned into a Russian 
lake, he now seeks to extend his control as 
far as possible over the Black Sea also. Rus- 
sia’s notification that Batoum is no longer to 
be regarded as a free port shows her inten- 
tion not to be hampered by agreements 
which Bulgaria found so little trouble in in- 
terpreting to suit her purpose. It is true 
that the compact which the English declare 
to be wantonly broken was only a declara- 
tion of the Czars “intention” to consti- 
tute Batoum an open and commercial port. 
Still this may have been taken as 
a diplomatic method of expressing a 
stipulation. At all events, having long ago 
partly fortified Batoum, the Czar now pro- 
poses to reverse altogether his expressed in- 
tention of eight years ago, and will doubt- 
less care little for the joint diplomatic pro- 
test which is said to be preparing for him 
or for threats of English journals to have 
him put beyond the pale of international 
fellowship. Russia will probably consider 
that England was not excessively disturbed 
by the violations of the Berlin treaty under- 
taken by Prince ALEXANDER. 

Batourh holds a high military value in re- 
lation to the southeastern extremity of 
the Black Sea. .It is just north of the 
mouth of the Chernk River, and a 
railroad runs from it to Baku on the 
Caspian shore. Opposite Baku, on the 
eastern shore of the Caspian, is Michael- 
ovsk, from which a railroad runs to Kizil 
Arvat, and a practicable route has already 
been surveyed for its extension toward 
Herat. On the Black Sea are the large 
steamers of the Russian Navigation Com- 
pany, built on the Tyne and Clyde, and at 
Odessa and Batoum the water is so deep 
that the largest of the steamers can lie 
directly alongside the piers. On the Caspian 
Russia has many commercial vessels that 
can serve as transports. 

The English seem to believe that Russia 
is arranging a route for troops by steamboat 
and rail directly from Odessa to Herat, and 
that she finds it time now to give notice that 
the key point on this route must be with- 
drawn from general use, and put exclusive- 
ly under her control. This interpretation 
of the current facts derives strength and 
a new interest from the additional an- 
nouncement now made that the Russians 
are claiming Khamiab, long set down as an 
Afghan possession. We may hear at any hour 
a denial or disclaimer of this; but it seems 
very likely that some claim has been 
made which prolongs the dispute over 
the Afghan frontier question. Thus 
at once geographically and politically 
we seem to see Batoum connected 
with Herat and simultaneous moves 
made by Russia at each end of the line. 
From Odessa merchant steamers loaded with 
troops would cross-the Black Sea and reach 
Batoum in from two to three days. 
Twenty-four hours more would carry the 
troops by rail through Tiflis to Baku. 
Another day would transfer them by 
steamer across the Caspian to Krasnovodsk, 
whence they would go by light draught 
boats up an arm of the sea to Michaelovsk, 
and then in half a day to Kizil Arvat. The 
railroad is now constructed, we be- 
lieve, from Kizil Arvat through Bami 
and Geok Tepe to Askabad, which latter 
point is about 300 miles from Herat. Allow- 
ing a day’s railway journey from Michael- 
ovsk to Askabad, we have a total steam 
route, sea and land, of ‘five or six days from 
Odessa to Askabad, exclusive of the time 
taken in transfers. Of course it would take 
several times as long to move.a whole army 
corps even with adequate transportation. 
Still, once at Askabad, the march thence to 
Sarakhs and to Herat could be made. 

This is the way in which some of the Eng- 
lish commentators reason. Yet with England 
to oppose, this routo from Odessa could not 
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cruisers, while there is a safe route by rail 
from Moscow to the Caucasus, and one still 
more protected from observation, though 
nota steam route, more easterly, through 
Turkestan. The English officers who dwell 
on the Black Sea ronto probably only mean 
that Russia might collect troops and sup- 
pliesin Bessarabia, as the dispatches say she 
is at this moment doing,under cover of watch- 
ing Balkan affairs, and then suddenly trans- 
port them from Odessa to Batoum, when there 
had been no declaration of war and no chance 
for hostile cruisers tointervene. If we in- 
sist that this particular fear of the English 
is exaggerated, the strategic importance of 
Batoum in controlling the southeastern por- 
tion of the Black Sea and in covering and 
protecting Russia’s railroad system there 
from attack must be conceded. 

The moves of Russia at Batoum and on the 
Afghan frontier are only a part of an activ- 
ity visible now at many points. Turkey is 
astir with apprehension, Austria has cause 
for watchfulness, and through the Balkan 
States Russian agents are busy. Whether 
Russia’s real demonstration is to be in Eu- 
rope or Asia time will show. 
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The visiting physicians employed by the 
Sick Children’s Mission of the Children’s Aid So- 
ciety have been kept busy this week attending 
to the sick poor children of the city. The intense 
heat of the past few days has caused a large in- 
crease in the number of applications for medical 
aid, and also for admission to the Coney Island 
Sanitarium under the care of the society. Two 
additional physicians have been employed to 
visit the crowded tenement quarters of the east 
side. The Sick Mission work is so systematized 
that a physician reaches the bedside of a sick 
child in any part of the city below Central Park 
within an hour from the time that the case is 
reported at the headquarters, No. 287 East 
Broadway. The doctors report that much desti- 
tution prevails owing to absence from the city 
of families who give employment and aid to the 
poor. The managers require additional funds to 
enable them to meet the heavy demands upon 
them for physicians, medicine, and food. Dona- 
tions marked “Sick Children’s Mission” may be 
sent to the Children’s Aid Society, No. 24 St.

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WAITE IN SAFE KEEPING 


LOCKED UP NOW IN THE HOUSE 
OF DETENTION. 

SUNDRY AND DIVERS REASONS, DIFFER- 
ING SOMEWHAT, GIVEN BY THE VARI- 
OUS PARTIES INTERESTED. 

Ex-Alderman Charles B. Waite is an in- 

mate of the House of Detention for Witnesses, 
adjoining the Fourteenth Precinct Station House, 
in Mulberry street, near Spring. He is held there 
under a commitment issued by Judge Gilder- 
sleeve, of the Court of General Sessions, at the 
request of the District Attorney. Inspector 
Byrnes explained yesterday that Waite became 
an inmate of the House of Detention at his own 
request, he having asked the authorities to fur- 
nish him with a quiet, safe retreat where he 
would be free from annoyance and under police 
protection. : 

The Inspector sald that two days ago Waite, 
who had been living with Detective Sergeant 

Frink in a quiet and fashionable boarding house 





in West Thirty-second-street. came to him and | 


complained that he was being annoyed and wor- 
ried by people whom he did not desire to see 
calling at the house and insisting upon speaking 
tohim. He had also received scurrilous and 
threatening letters, and his life had been made a 
burden to him by these attentions. “ Jim” Ir- 


ving, the ex-Assemblyman and bruiser, who for- | 
merly kept the notorious Empire Garden, on | 


Sixth-avenue, and who was recently released 
from the penitentiary, where he had served 
a term of imprisonment for a felonious assault 


upon “ Dick” Darling, the proprietor of a Broad- 
way drinking place, sent him several notes ask- 
ing for interviews. The notes were brought by 
messengers who persisted in seeing the ex-Al- 
dermanin person. The last message from Irvin 
was brought to the house in West Thirty-second- 
street on the night of July 4, and so persistent 
was the messenger who brought it that it was 
only when threatened by the police that he left 
the front door. Under these circumstances, 
Waite asked to be placed in some quiet retreat 
where he would be amply protected by the 
police, and would be free from annoying visitors. 

District Attorney Martine said yesterday that 
he became tired of allowing ex-Alderman Waite 
to travel about under the protection of a police 
officer, and had concluded that it would be safer 
to have him shut up where he could put his hands 
on him when he wanted him. He made an affi- 
davit to the effect that Waite wasa very im- 
portant witness for the State in the cases 
against the indicted boodle men, and that he 
might not appear when called for. Upon this 
affidavit Judge Gildersleeve issued an order de- 
taining Waite as a witness. Waite, he said, 
would be given quarters in the Police Head- 
quarters building, at No. 300 Mulberry-street, 
but would not be treated as an ordinary prisoner. 
He would have more freedom and more comforts, 
and might be kept there for two months or longer. 
It was a matter of great annoyance to Mr. Mar- 
tine to have Waite free to go wherever he pleased 
under the protection of a single police officer. 
The time might come when Waite would escape 
from that officer. Besides Mr. Martine had reason 
to believe that the boodle men were making up a 
purse of something like $50,000, and this amount 
might be a great temptation for Waite to “ skip 
the country.” Waite will be used as a witness, 
Mr. Martine added, in nearly all the cases against 
the boodle men, and Mr. Martine understood that 
Waite was satisfied to be locked up. The story 
that the notorious “Jim” Irving or any other 
person had any designs upon Waite was some- 
thing, Mr. Martine said, which was new to him. 
He was sure that Waite would not now have an 
opportunity to communicate with boodle men or 
relorters. 

waite was taken to the House of Detention 
at 8 o’clock on Wednesday evening by Detective 
Sergeant Frink and was received as are all other 
witnesses committed by competent authority. 
He was placed in a room by himself, and during 
his stay will be kept isolated from the rest of the 
detained witnesses in the building. Hespent the 
night at the House of Detention, and yesterday. 
accompanied by Detective Sergeant Frink, paid 
@ visit to Inspector Byrnes at Police Head- 
quarters. 

It is believed that the principal reason for 
Waite’s removal to the House of Detention was 
that the authorities had got tired of paying the 
bills for his board and that of Sergt. Frink at the

CARDINAL GUIBERT. 

Cardinal Guibert, Archbishop of Paris, 
died in that city yesterday, in the eighty-fourth 
year of hisage. Joseph Hippolyte Guibert was 
a native of Aix, where he was born on Dec. 13, 
1802. He studied theology with the Missionaries 


of the Immaculate Mary, and afterward went to 


Rome, where he completed his studies, and was 
made Vicar-General and Superior of the Catholic 
Seminary at Ajaccio. He was made Bishop of 
WViviers by aroyal orderon July 30, 1841, and 
by @ Papal decree of March 11, 1842. In 1857 
he was advauced in the ranks of the church and 


made Archbishop of Tours. He occupied this 


Archiepisco al seat for 14 years, until 1871, 
when President Thiers nominated him for Arch- 
bishop of in place of 


Paris, Archbishop 
Darboy, who h been assassinated. The 
nomination was confirmed at Rome in October, 
and he was installed in November of the 
same year. He was elected a Cardinal by the 
Consistory of Dec, 22, 1873, and two years later 
was allowed & coadjutor in the person of Mgr.

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THEOSOPHY. 


A MASSACHUSETTS LADY MADE INSANE BY 
ITS STUDY. 
From the Boston Record, July 7. 

If all the numerous books that have been 
printed in this country of late dealing with 
“theosophy” and its kindred subjects were 
plainly labeled on their covers, “‘ This way mad- 
ness lies,” they would probably have just as 
many readers, but possibly their authors and 
publishers would escape a tithe of the moral 
responsibility for the cases of mental derange- 
are which their books have caused or stimu- 
ated. 

In a suburb of Boston a gentleman is engaged 
in professional work in which he has received no 
little direct assistance and much sustaining sym- 
pathy and encouragement from his wife, who 
was @ woman of remarkable strength and poise 
of mind. In addition to the tactful work which 
she did for her husband, she had the cares of a 
family of chiidren, One day a friend who called 
asked her if she had read Edwin Arnold’s “ Light 
of Asia.” She said that she had not, and her 
visitor next day sent her her copy of the poem. 
It was read, and the lady was much interested in 
it. Following up the Buddhistic “lead” thus 
opened to her, she went on into theosophy, tak- 
ing up Mme. Blavatsky’s ‘Isis Unveiled,” and 
bringing up, quite naturally, with ‘ Esoteric 
Buddhism.” 

When the lady had got well into this work 
there were evident signs that her old mental 
poise was quite gone. She believed herself an 
“adept,” and thought and lived * esoteric Bud- 
dhism.” It is only a step from theosophy to 
Somerville, and the lady who began so lightly 
with Edwin Arnold is nowin the MeLean asy- 
lum undergoing treatment for acute mania. As 
in most acute cases, there is hope of her restora- 
tion to reason. The disease must run its course, 
like a case of brain fever; it takes longer than 
that disease and is quite as serious a matter. 
The doctor says that in the course of four or five 
months this patient may be restored to her 
family, which is almost helpless without her. 
And the doctor has prescribed, quite naturally, 
that when she goes back to her home, if she goes 
back at all, she shall find no esoteric Buddhism 
awaiting her perusal. 

By the way, a bright and practical woman, not 
so much a disciple of Mrs. Partington as might 
be imagined, has found a new name tor this ad- 
vanced stage of theosophical mania which has 
attained so dangerous popularity among people 
who like speculation. She calls it “ mesonteric 
boobyism.” ‘The first word does not seem to be 
quite squared with the Greek roots, but the term 
taken in its entirety has undeniable signiticance. 

To modern Athenians who cannot forego the 
hearing and seeing of new things, and must take 
up Buddhism, the advice of a savant clergyman 
on the subject may be useful. “If you must 
take Buddhism,” he says, “ by all means take it 
straight. The mixture served upin the form of 
Tt, is sophisticated and adulterated. It 
is a bad beverage.” 


THE TRADE DOLLAR AGAIN. 


To the Editor of the New-York Times : 

Have we any con@fitutional money? Be- 
fore the adoption of our Constitution gold and 
silver were our only money. TheSup .ueCourt 
of the United States have decided that Congress 
has the power to make paper money and a legal 
tender for all debts. Of course they did not ex- 
pect that Congress would exercise this power. 
The Constitution says: ‘“‘ Congress shall have 
power tocoin money, [not to print it,[ fix the 
value thereof, and of foreign coins.” Does it 
follow that Congress has the power, after it has 
fixed the value thereof and issued the coins, to 
destroy their value by taking from them their 
legal tender quality and refusing to receive the 
same ? If this can be done, where is our safety ? 
It has been done with 15,000,000 trade dol- 
lars, and by a recent decision of the Attorney- 
General as to the law of February, 1878, which 
says: “ And all other dollars heretofore coined 
of like weight and fineness shall be a legal tend- 
er for any amvunt.” The dollars of Washington, 
Jefferson, Adams, and Jackson are now demone- 
tized. They were the only silver dollars we had 
from 1794 to 1837. There .are many of 
these dollars now held by the descend- 
aunts of those who fought our battles and 
aided in the formation of our Government. They 
still have a historic and bullion value, but are 
no longer money. Why is this ? will bethe ques- 
tion. Because the laws of Congress have repudi- 
ated all silver dollars that weigh more than the 
standard dollars—4124, grains. The dollars of 
420 and 416 grains are no longer money, al- 
though coins of our sovereignty. Is not this a 
breach of good faith? As this is now our only 
hope as to what shall constitute our money, let 
us see how far this principle has been regarded. 
We remember the action of the United States 
Senate July 22,1876, when they demonetized 
over 15,000,000 trade dollars, without de- 
bate or consideration, on the assurance of a Sen- 
ator that “it would do no harm to any one, as 
the dollars would circulate the same.” It is said 
in a Treasury circular of Sept. 3, 1878, 
that the bill came from the House, and 
that Mr. Cox and Samuel J. Randall were the 
authors of the repudiation. The records show 
that the resolution as it came from the House 
had nothing in it about the trade dollar. Section 
2 was inserted in the Senate, which says, “That 
hereafter the trade dollar shall not be a legal 
tender,” &c. This shows it was once a legal 
tender. If the section had said that trade dollars 
hereafter coined shall not be a legal tender, there 
would have been no breach of good faith. But 
here is positive repudiation, rushed through the 
Senate without debate. If $15,000,000 can be 
repudiated, then all of our silver coins can be 
made only bullion in the same manner. This may 
be done if silver continues to decline. The answer 
is, it would be a breach of good faith. We see, 
however, how little it has been regarded; and now 


as to the venerated dollar of our fathers. It has 
been demonetized, and is no longer money. 











When and how was this done? Was the 
uestion ever brought before Congress? 
as it not done secretly an by 


indirection? Has not the time arrived for the 
people to demand that the Government shall not 
refuse its own coin? The question as to what 
shail bea legal tender between man and man 
cab be regulated by law, but no honest Govern- 
ment should ever refuse to receive its own coin. 
For the past few years those who have had con- 
fidence in the coins of the Government have 
been the greatest sufferers. Now, if some of the 
dollars of our fathers, veing demonetized, should 
sell at a discount, would it be right for our Gov- 
ernment to say they had been bought up by 
speculators, and therefore there is no obligation 
resting on us for their redemption? In plain 
words, we can take advantage of our own wrong, 
as is being done with trade dollars. Now, a 
simple joint resolution passed before Congress 
adjourns requiring the Government to receive its 
com in payment of debts at their face value 
would po Fag of this troublesome question, re- 
store contidence, and if silver should continue to 
decline it would matter little, as the Govern- 
ment would protect the holders of their coin the 
same as is done with legal tender notes. P. H.

WOODS ON FIRE. 
_MILWAUEEE, Wis., July 8.—A dispatch 
from Stevens Point states that the woods along 


the line of the Wisconsin Central Road are on fire 


for miles, The damage to timber is very great. 


Immediate rain is all that will save many settlers 
from ruin. The cranberry marshes west of 
Stevens Point are on e and a large force of 
men are battling with the destroyer. 


Later advices regarding the fires at Romeo are 
to the effect that 11 dwelling houses, 1 board-

The meeting room was packed, and the shouts 
that were sent flying round had not much spare 
room for circulation. They were vigorous 
enough to look out for themselves, however. 

H. H. Boody presided and A. 8. Whitson was 
made Secretary. Mr. Boody probably never saw 
so much liveliness on a Summer’s day in all his 
past life. It was hard to tell sometimes whether 
it was Mr. Boody who was Chairman or some 
one of a dozen other gentlemen a good deal more 
conspicuous in other parts of the room. 
Rhind, an elderly gentleman with a peaceful 
countenance, made a speech in favor of the Pur- 
chasing Committee’s plan. He didn’t get far 
along with his remarks, though, before all of that 
peaceful look of his galloped out of sight. Judge 


Van Vechten, of Albany, brought him toa sud- 
den halt with a remark like this:

It 
was after 6 o’clock when the meeting adjourned, 
and not one thing had been done, save the 
authorization of a committee of five bondholders 
to examine into matters generally, not only as to 
the reorganization plan of the Purchasing Com- 
mittee, but the condition of the road and a lot 
of other things. Chairman Boody will appoint 
this committee to-day.

PASSENGER RATES. 
HARMONY ON EAST-BOUND PRICES—CON- 
SEQUENCES OF A CLERICAL ERROR. 

The Chicago and Atlantic Railroad yester- 
day abandoned the practice of cutting rates on 
east-bound business in which it has been indulg- 
ing during the past six months. Its success in 
securing theatrical and other parties was a 
thorn in the side of the pool roads, and made a 
large inroad into their business. The pool road 
officers have for some time been trying to get 
President Benedict to maintain their schedule 


ratesin passenger as well as freight business, 
and after a conference in Chicago on Wednesday 
he ordered that this should be done on both 
east and west bound business. It is the only 
road that has been cutting east-bound rates, 
as the Baltimore and Ohio Road has made its 
cut rate only on business going to western 
points, What the inducement was which decided 


the road to abandon its policy is not definitely 


known. It is reported, however, on excellent 
authority that the change in policy is due to the 
action of the Erie management. They are re- 
ported to havé entered into an engagement to 
give to the Chicago and Atlantic 20 per cent. of 
all their west-bound business to Chicago or other 
western points beyond that city which can be 


reached by way of Chicago. This amount will 
be paid even if the Erie Road cannot succeed in 


diverting that percentage away from routes via 
St. Louis or Cincinnati, so that the Chicago and 
Atlantic is insur 20 per cent. of the business 
whether it does or not. 

Ticket brokers in the West who have been 
laboring hard to send passengers east by way of 
the Chicago and Atlantic Road are eee 4 very 
much disgusted at this outcome of the fight, be- 
cause it takes from them the handsome commis- 


sion they have been receiving. They are not dis- 
couraged, however, for one of their number in 
this city was yesterday informed that plans were 
already on foot which would result ving a 
cut rate to the East from Chicago by another 
route. This scheme will, it is further intimated; 
be perfected within a week. Then, it is believed, 
the volume of business will be diverted from the 
Chicago and Atlantic to this new and at present 


mysterious route. 

altimore and Ohio people and railroad ticket 
agents and brokers were much agitated yester- 
day, because the pool roads were selling tickets 
from this city to Kansas City for $23, or $5 75 
less than the schedule rate in force until yester- 
day. The Baltimore and Ohio people naturally 
supposed this to be a cut to meet their cut rate, 
and ticket brokers also looked upon it as a dec- 
laration of war. The regular ag schedule rate 
to St. Louis is $22 25, and at the twenty-three- 
dollar rate in vogue yesterday the roads west 
from St. Louis received ge Ay 2 cents for hauling 
passengers from St. Louis ansas City. The 
great reduction in rates is supposed_to_ be due to 
a clerical error in the office of the Pool Commis- 
sioner, by which the circular as to rates sent out 
on Wednesday made the rate as stated. The er- 
ror will be corrected to-day and rates restored 
to the old figure.

TEXAS AND PACIFIC AFFAIRS. 
EXCHANGE OF COMPLIMENTS BETWEEN 
GEN. WISTAR AND MR. RICE. 

The reorganization schemes that have 
been put forward to solve the Texas and Pacific 
Railroad’s troubles are just now providing a 
large share of the topics under discussion in Wall- 
street. One of the most recent interesting feat- 
ures grows out of a discussion between Gen. 
Wistar, sponsor for a Philadelphia plan, and Mr. 


Isaac L. Rice, of this city, who is a member of the | 


committee appointed by the Rio Grande Division 
bondholders, in favor of a plan diametrically op- 
posed to the Wistar plan. 

Gen. Wistar, in commenting on the opposition 

lan, or answering criticisms of his plan regard- 
ng its relations to the Missouri Pacific Railroad, 
has declared that traffic cannot be diverted 
from the Texas and Pacific at Fort Worth and 
carried over the Missouri Pacific, claiming that 
the section of 71 miles between Fort Worth and 
Whitesborongh belongs to the Eastern Division 
of the Texas and Pacific Railway, and that con- 
sequently the Eastern Division earns the traffic 
over that section. Gen. Wistar, who is credited 
with much ability at a satirist, turns off a pleas- 
ant paragraph, charging that the New-York 
committee seems strangely ignorant of where 
the Texas and Pacific Road really is. Mr. Rice 
retorts in an open letter in this way: 

“Gen. Wistaris apparently not aware that this 
section between Fort Worth and Whitesborough is 
operated jointly by-the Texas and Pacific and the 
Missouri, Kansas and Texas, (a leased line of the 
Missouri Pacific,] which latter pays as rental, 6 per 
cent. on $10,000 per mile, and one-half of the taxes 


and Pacitic, and that coneraneney not one cent of 
the earnings made by the Missouri Pacific by the 
traflic between Fort Worth and Whitesborough goes 
into the treasury of the Eastern Division. He seems 
to forget also that whatever through traffic is divert- 
ed from the Texas and Pacific must be diverted at 
Fort Worth and not at Whitesborough, for the reason 
that all through traffic of the latter railway goes via 
Marshall to Texarkana, and not via Whitesborough, 
since the section of Texas and Pacific between Fort 
Worth and Texarkana via Whitesborough, is limited 
to local traffic.” 

There are other things than the alleged rela- 
tions of the Missouri Pacific Company to the re- 
organization of the Texas and Pacitic that are 
likely to provoke warm discussions before any 
plan is finally pushed through.

CHATTANOOGA’S NEW ROAD. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., July 8.—Engineers 
are now employed surveying anew route from 
Stevenson, Ala., to Chattanooga, for the Memphis 
and Charleston Railroad. The present route 
from Stevenson is over the Chattanooga and 
Nashville Road. The contract expires in two 


years, by which time the line, 45 miles in length, is 
to be completed. It will keep glong the north 
side of the Tennessee River until opposite this 
city, where the river will be bridged. Estimates 
for a bridge are now being secured. Crossing the 
river, the road will enter the Union Station by 
the Belt Railroad Company’s tracks.

LOSSES BY FIRE. 


An icehouse belonging to the Knicker- 
bocker Company, of New-York, situated on Jollie 
Stund, about four miles below Albany, was 
burned Wednesday night. The destruction was 
rapid and complete. ‘There were two engines in 
the building for moving elevators and nearly 
100,000 feet of lumber on the dock. All these 
were destroyed. The building was erected by 
Hiram Hotaling some years ago and by him sold 
to the Knickerbocker Company about two years 
ago. Mr. Hotaling estimates the capacity of the 
house at 40,000 tons and thinks it was about 
tilled. If so he places the loss at not less than 
$100,000. The company has an insurance in 
New-York City agencies, but for what amount is 
not known. 


Yesterday morning a fire was discovered 
in the buildings of the Crolithion Manufacturing 
Company on Bartlett Wharf, Newburyport, 
Mass., manufacturers of celluloid. The fire 
8 read with great rapidity, and in a short time 
the whole weg consisting of two brick one- 
story buildings, 30 by 100 and 30 by 130 feet, a 
brick engine and boiler house, and a two-story 
wooden warehouse, wasin flames. The inflam- 
mable nature of the contents made it impossible 
to save anything. The loss is estimated at 
$30,000; insurance, $8,000 on buildings and ma- 
chinery. The factory had been shut down for 
several months, but it had been preparing to 
start up in a few weeks. 


The fire that eeiginsted in the fireworks 
and notion store of Morris Strausky, No. 2,293 
Third-avenue, on Monday night, will cost the 
underwriters dearly. The upper floors of the six 
burned buildings were used as a storage ware- 
house. Three hundred persons had furniture 
storedinthem. Few of these had insurance for 
less than $500, and it is estimated that the 
average is higher, and that the total insurance on 
furniture will amount to $200,000. The fire 
was a much more expensive affair than was at 
first imagined, and the loss to underwriters will 
foot up $400,000, or very close to that amount. 


Fire broke out yeeterday mornin in PSD. 
Armour’s glue factory, situa at Thirty-second- 
street and the river, Chicago. It started in the 
icehouse among a heap of shavings and germ 
spread to an adjoining apartment where the glue 
starch was stored. This burned fiercely, and be- 
fore the fire could be got under control it gutted 
the entire building except the icehouse, The loss 
is estimated at $30,000, which is fully covered 
by insurance. Mr. P. H. Holman, the Superin- 
tendent, who was asleep in the factory, was badly 
burned about the face and hands in trying to 
make his escape from the burning building. 

Fire in the forest along the Zealand Valley 
Railway, New-Hampshire, owned by J. E. Henry, 
has destroyed about 2,000,000 feet of spruce. 
About two miles of track and 2,000 cords of 
wood have been burned. Two mills have shut 


down, throwing 80 men out of employment, 
The damage is about $30,000.

HOME’S DEATH AND FUNERAL. 


e —_— ¢ 
Paris Dispatch to the London Daily News. 

Mr. Home, the spirit medium, whom I 
often metin the different phases of his varied 
career, and whose death hasjust taken place, was 
buried to-day at St. Germain-en-Laye beside an 
infant daughter whom he lost 12 years ago. The 
obsequies were celebrated at the Russian Church, 
he having, on the occasion of his first marriage 
with a sister of the Countess Gregory Kouchel- 
eff, forsaken Scotch Calvinism for Greek ortho- 
doxy. His second wife, also a Russian and a 
woman of high birth, attended the coffin to 
the grave. Sorae marry for better, for worse. 
She only married for worse. Owing to the dis- 
astrous effect on Home’s purse, health, and 


spirits, of his great English lawsuit, he was 
when I saw him soon after his marriage, quite a 
wreck, and complained that his vital force had 
been all quite expended asa spirit medium in 
working wonders. The direct causes of his death 
were the aggravating effect produced by this wet 
and cold season on pulmonary consumption and 
a long-standing abcess in the leg which turned to 
gangrene.

He had married into 
one of the richest families in Russia, was a favor- 
ite at the Tuileries, and courted by the most 
brilliant society of every capital peseae in 
Europe. He had raised tables to ceilings with- 
out touching them, sent sofas dancing around 
rooms, made hands which were not apparently 
attached to bodies py pianos, and evoked the 
visages of the dead in the palaces of Naples, 
Rome, and Florence, and then scared the Em- 
peror and Empress of the French with his spirit 
manifestations at the Tuileries. The Crown 
Prince of Prussia and Gen. Moltke were present 
at some of the latter, but the shrewd old war- 
rior was not satisfled with all that took place 
when he was by, and said he ought to 
have more to go upon, when the Em- 

ress tried to persuade him into acceptin 

r. Home’s claims, if the spirits loved ligh 
rather than darkness. The Empress insisted on 
adopting the medium’s sister, and placed her in a 
convent school. Mr. Home told me that his 
mother was an eerie Scotchwoman, and had _ be- 
fore he was born a vision in which she saw him 
seated with as many sovereigns as those who 
omy court to Napoleon at Erfurth.

itself when he was achildin a remarkable way 
in Scotland, and displayed itselfin a greater de- 
gree after a vision in which she saw him seated 
at table with an Emperor and Empress, a 
Grand Duke and Grand Duchess, and 
two angels, whom she thought must 
have symbolized his future wives.

CINNATI NATURAL HISTORY SOCIETY. 
From the Cincinnati Commercial Gazette, July 7. 

The following report of the Committee on 
Desiruction of Native Birds was last evening 
submitted to the Natural History Society and 
adopted: 

Your committee report as follows in the matter 
submitted to them, and state that they have care- 
fully investigated the subieet of the testruction 
of our native hirds, and several pap=-s have been 
prepared and read at three meetings of this so- 
ciety. They find: 

First—That native birds of many species have 
greatly decreased in numbers over large areas of 
the country. 
water and game birds about which it is compara- 
tively easy to obtain statistics. 

Second—That the chief cause of such decrease, 
in 2ddition to climatic changes, natural eneinies, 
clearing up the country, &e., are the direct de- 
struction of birds for their "skins and feathers 
for decorative and millinery uses, the trapping 
of birds for cage purposes, the destrnetion of 
eges and nests by men and boys, and the intro- 
auction of the European sparrow, (Passer do- 
mesticus,) which occupies the nesting places of 
many native species. Three of these causes are

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MERCY FOR BOYCOTTERS 


SIX OF MRS. LANDGRAF’S PER- 


SECUTORS CONVICTED. 
THEY GET FROM 10 TO 80 DAYs’ IMPRISON- 
MENT AND THE OTHERS RELEASED 
FOR WANT OF EVIDENCE. 

By sitting from early in the morning until 
dark Judge Barrett disposed yesterday of the 
Landgraf boycott case by sentencing six of the 
boycotters to mild punishment. The proceed- 


ings were simplified early in the day by the dis- 
charge of 10 of the 17 indicted men, leaving on 
trial the following: John Mayer, Albert Lind- 
hard, Frank Zerrisek, Edward Kulkenak, John 
Budelopsky, John Oprava, and Ignatz Sinzek. 
The 10 men were discharged after the witnesses 
for the prosecution had failed to identify any of 
them as men who had threatened Mrs. Landgraf 
by giving out circulars or trying otherwise to 
annoy her. Moritz Nagle and Louis Schnell, 
bakers for Mrs. Landgraf, stepped down from 
the witness stand after testifying to disturbances 
at the bakery and tapped on the shoulders the 
seven men named. When Mr, Goff moved for 
the discharge of 10 Col. Fellows made no objec- 
tion, and Judge Barrett said he would of course 
grant it. 

The 10 men rose. Judge Barrett hardly began 
to address them when they picked up their hats. 
No sooner had he said they were discharged than 
they dartod from the room like wharf rats at the 
police alarm, each for himself but all bound to 
getaway. Judge Barrett laughed at the flying 
figures, “You all seem to understand English 
well enough now,” he called after them. ‘The 
greatest favor you can do this court hereafter 
will be to boycott it to the extent of withholding 
your patronage from it.” Mr. Goff insisted that 
the prosecution, having rested, must elect 
whether the remaining prisoners should be tried 
upon the count of the indictment charging con- 
spiracy or that charging coercion. The prosecu- 
tion chose to press the charge of conspiracy. 
In Mr. Hermann’s opening for the defense after 
recess he pleaded that while his clients ge het 
ee indiscreet they did nothing with al 

ent. 

John Fisher testified that a month before the 
boycott Mrs. Landgraf had offered him her busi- 
ness for $100. saac Fink and Mrs. Otila 
Schmidt lent color to Fisher’s story by saying 
that early in the Winter Mrs. Lan com- 

lained of dull business and threatened to aban- 

on it; and that after the boycott began she said 
it helped her, enabling her to pay some of her 
debts and to lay aside money. en six of the 
prisoners followed as witnesses. Oprava was 
not called. The six admitted having tributed 
boycott circulars issued by the Bakers’ Union. 
No one knew more about how the circulars orig- 
inated. The only thing about which they 
seemed certain was that they did not try 
to intimidate any one, but they wanted Mrs. 
Landgraf to pay higher wages and thought she 
would yield without delay. That was all they 
understood or meant by the boycott. Each de- 
nied having engaged in any disturbance of the 
peace. Col, Fellows said at the end that the 
a had nothing further to urge against 
gnatz Sinzek, who seemed to have been led into 
some impulsive conduct, but that evidently he 
had not distributed circulars or committed an 
act of violence or intimidation. Sinzek is 1 
ears old. Col. Fellows offered to let the case go 
© the jury on the testimony of the defendants, 
but as Mr. Goff objected, both sides summed up. 

Then Judge Barrett made a brief but earnest 
charge. He touched necessarily on the ground 
covered in the Theiss cases. He said this trial 
might seem a trumpery affair but for the great 
underlying principles involved. The question 
was as to the right to do what had been done. 
Judge Barrett sepccannet that on the issue of 
this trial would depend in a large measure 
whether or not this condition of things should 
continue. Irritation might ssibly attend a 
conviction, but unquestionably acquiescence 
would follow, voluntarily, he hoped, but 
by the strong arm of the law 
counsels less wise prevailed. Judge Bar- 
rett reviewed the evidence, and then, at the 
request of Lawyer Goff, he amas that 
the jury should not be influenced by public opin- 
jon, passion, or prejudice. On his own account, 
be warned the jury, on the other hand, not to be 
deterred by any suggestion of intimidation or 
fear. “Ifyou feelit your duty to convict,” he 
said, “I shall not insult 12 American citizens by 
advising you what your verdict should be.” 

The jury staid out an hour. On their return 
evening shadows filled the court room. They 
found the defendants, ae yg Sinzek, guilty, 
but recommended mercy. r. Goff put in a simi- 
lar plea, asking that the sentences be so tem- 
pered as to convince the men that the law was 
their friend and not their persecutor. Judge 
Barrett replied that such thoughts had been in 
his mind. Then, through an interpreter, he told 
the men that their case differed very ma- 
terially from that of the Theiss boycott- 
ers. The latter were men of better ed- 
ucation and they extorted mone in 
® most horrible manner. These men distributed 
circulars, possibly not knowing it to be wrong if 
fone in that manner, or on the advice perhaps of 
good people who thought it within the law. This 
tase, he went on, had now settled the question 
that the distribution of these circulars in this 
manner wasacrime. Yet he would have the 

risoners believe that the law was_ their best

A MISER’S LONELY DEATH. 

Nicholas Kraus, who lived in a wretched 
@hanty in Sixty-fourth-street, near Eleventh- 
avenue, was found yesterday morning at the 
foot of his bed dead. He had evidently got out 
of bed, as the bedding was disarranged, and had 
fallen down. The sum of 95 cents was found 
lying on atable.

FLATLY REFUSING TO ALLOW ANY PAPERS 
TO BE TAKEN FROM HIS OFFICE. 
Commissioners of Accounts William P. 
Shearman and John B. Adamson were at their 
offices in the Stewart Building long. before 11 
A. M. yesterday, the hour at which Commissioner 
Rollin Magniloquent Squire had been subpenaed 


to appear to be examined regarding his conduct 
of the Department of Public Works. Mr. Squire

CUTTING TELEGRAPH WIRES. 


A CABLE OF THE COMMERCIAL TELEGRAM 
COMPANY MALICIOUSLY SEVERED. 

Some miscreant, armed with a strong and 
sharp pair of shears, climbed a telegraph pole 
on lower Broadway early on Wednesday morn- 
ing, and cut a cable strung there belonging to 
the Commercial Telegram Company. Yesterday 
President Anderson, of that company, offered 
$1,000 reward for information that would lead 
to the arrest of the guilty man. Yesterday af- 
ternoon he said he had got a good clue and ex- 
pected to bring the offender promptly to justice, 


and not the wire cutter alone but the people 
back of him, for itis the theory of the Commer- 
cial Telegram Company that the mischief was 
planned by wicked rivals in business. A _ tele- 
gram from a Philadelphia officer of the company 
to President Anderson, yesterday, declared that 
there was a rumor of the proposed cutting of the 
wires in that city some time before the work was 
done, but that it was passed by as foolish. 

The cable that was cut was composed of wires 
serving 17 circuits, having 175 “ tickers” depend- 
ent on them. On this same pole and within easy 
reach of the wire-cutter were the other cables of 
the company, and a little extra exertion would 
have enabled him to sever connection with all 
the tickers of the company not only in this city, 
but in Chicago, Philadelphia, and Boston, over 
1,500 in number. The damage done was quickly 
repaired. It is claimed that an architect ina 
building near where the wires were cut saw the 
man climb the pole and cut the cable and this 
man, itis said, has assured the company that if 
the miscreant be arrested he can identify him. 
“We expect to have the fellow before a long time 
goes by,” said an officer of the company last 
evening, “and not him, but somebody above him, 
will be brought up witha short turn.” Rivals of 
the Commercial Telegram Company laughed at 
the insinuating words and characterized them as 
ridiculous. 


CHARAOTERISTICS OF THE BLIND. 
The ninth biennial convention of the 
American Association of Instructors of the Blind 
was brought to a close yesterday. Mrs. Sarah C. 
Little, Superintendent of the Wisconsin Insti- 
tute for the Blind, read a paper on “ Methods of 


Teaching,” the methods which were discussed 
a ee as the word and alphabet systems. 
Frank Battles characterized the debate as a dis- 
cussion on a threadbare subject. ‘‘The Idiosyn- 
crasies of the Blind” was briefly touched upon 
by J. J. Dow, of Faribault, Minn. ‘In many 
cases,” said Mr. Dow, “ people who, if they had 
possessed their sight, would have been ordinary 
men, have been so stimulated ‘by blindness 
that they have acquired great intellectual 
strength. The eminent Mr. Fawcett, of England, 
isanexample. Eminent as he has been in every 
way, itis questionable whether he would have ob- 
tained his position as a statesman had it not been 
for his accident.”’ Mr. Dow spoke of the physical 
eculiarities of the blind, and said that very 
yg A those peculiarities stood in the way 
of their success in life. “I suppose that the 
peculiarities largely come from the strange 
social environments of the blind child,’ he said. 
“No one wishes at home to correct him, and as 
he has no means of observation he acquires his 
habits without knowing that he does so.” The 
following officers were elected yesterday to 
serve two years: President—W. D. Williams, 
Superintendent of the Georgia Institute for the 
Blind; First Vice-President—Mrs. 8. C. Little, of 
Wisconsin; Second Vice-President—A. 8. Graves 
of Alabama; ee Sree Babcock, of 
this city; Secretary—B. B. untoon, of Ken- 
tucky; Corresponding Secretary—W. B. Wait; 
Executive Committee—W. B. Wait, F. W. Morri- 
son, J. J. Dow, George H. Miller, of Kansas, and 
Dr. J. T. wey of Missouri. The convention 
was said to be the most profitable that had ever 
been held, and the discussions to have taken a 
far wider range than they have done hitherto. 


SALE OF OONDEMNED BOATS. 

The bidders at the auction sale of con- 
demned boats atthe navy yard yesterday were 
mostly boat builders, and they got some good 
bargains, particularly in gigs and cutters. Two 
of the latter, which came from the Enterprise, 
brought $25 and $28, respectively, and a centre- 
board whaleboat brought $20. 8S. Roberts, who 
bid it in, said that the centreboard alone was 
worth the bid. A builder named Allen got a 
cutter 25 feet 9 inches long for $28 50, and 
when it was struck off to him said that he 
had already sold it for $175. <A cutter 
from the Roanoke brought $35. Four gigs 
brought $25, $29, $36, and $37, respectively. 

One of the officers of the Construction Depart- 
ment, who was watching the sale, said that the 
reason why so many good gigs were to be had 
was because it had been decided to replace the 
square-stern gigs with whaleboats. 

here were two whaleboats from the Thetis of 
which the bidders fought shy. One reason given 
was that American registers could not be se- 
cured for them if they were fitted up with ma- 
chinery. One went for $10 and the other for $3, 
although both were in excellent condition. One 
steam launch sold for $105; another, which had 
wheel and shaft, for $143; one for $20, and two 
for $5 each.

CHARGES AGAINST TOMBS KEEPERS. 

When John and Mary McGrath, who were 
recently convicted in the Court of General Ses- 
sions of a chargeof arson in the second degree, 
were arraigned for sentence before Judge Gil- 
dersleeve yesterday, Lawyer William F. Howe 
moved for a new trial, on the ground that the 
McGraths had been prevented by the Tombs 


keepers from employing his firm as counsel, and 
that an error had been made in the charge. 

“Itis a matter of record,’ said Mr. Howe, 
“and Ihave affidavits in my possession which 
will substantiate what I say, that when the de- 
fendants were arrested they sent for our firm 
but were told by the Tombs keeper that it would 
not do to employ us, as we had not the influence 
of acertain ex-Assistant District Attorney, who 
controlled the court. I do not hesitate to use 
the scalpel to cure this disease, as the record of 
this case shows that if the lawyer who had de- 
fended these prisoners had understood himself 
and tried this case properly he would have pre- 
vented the errors which now entitle the defend- 
ants to a new trial.” 

Judge Gildersleeve said: ‘Reputable counsel 
should take the initiative to have these repre- 
hensible actions discontinued. I will not hesi- 
tate, if the facts are brought to my notice, to 
place every keeper at the Tombs, and if neces- 
sary the Commissioners themselves, at the bar 
of this court, and mete out proper punishment 
to any one guilty of the charges complained of.” 

The McGraths were remanded until Judge 
Gildersleeve could give the matter further in- 
vestigation. 








AWAKENING A SLEEPY JURY. 

Judge Lawrence refused yesterday to dis- 
miss the complaint of Receiver Farnsworth, of 
the Bankers and Merchants’ Telegraph Compa- 
ny, against the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany. Joseph H. Choate, senior counsel for the 
Western Union, then summed up the case. The 
atmosphere and the heavy subject he had.to deal 
with detracted from Mr. Choate’s eloquence so 


that some of the jurors began to nod in the mid- 
die of his discourse. “I thank God,” he cried, 
“that I am no orator, but I must insist that the 
the jury shall stay awake.”

Job had 
been able to sit or lie down or scratch himself at 
his own sweet will, but he had never been impan- 
neled on ajury in the Supreme Court before 
Judge Lawrence for eight weeks. He had never 
been expected to understand the contents of 
1,500 papers, and had never been persecuted by 
8 lawyers while shut up in a pen with 11 similar- 
ly persecuted jurors. The jurors in this case, 
Mr. Choate insisted, would hereafter stand as sub- 
lime examples of patience. Then he went on to 
try their patience for several hours with his the- 
ories of the case at issue. Ex-Senator Roscoe 
Conkling will reply to him to-day.
